Te new Minister called at the State de- 
jariment some weeks ago and actually re- 
eived his commission. This fact was not 
generally announced because of the impend- 
ingmeeting of the Illinois Legislature and 
the belief that Colonel Bryan’s vote might 
te necessary in passing the reapportion- 
gent bill. He had, however, fully qualified 
gs Minister to China, and had received his 
formal instructions from the department. 
(eter the law a recess appointment holds 
gstil the conclusion of the succeeding ses- 
son of the Senate. Cglonel Bryan there- 

' ‘re was apparently secure for the time 

’ fing and had made all his preparations 
wsailina weekortwo. His name was sent 
tp the Senate yesterday with a long list 
gf other recess appointments. This morn- 
ing when the record appeared there was no 
mention of the new Minister to China among 
the list of diplomatic appointments.

Charles Gates Dawes was nominated and 
confirmed today as Controller of the Curren- 
cy to succeed James 
H. Eckels. In ac- 
cordance with his an- 
nounced intention, 
Controller Eckels 
sent his resignation 
to the President to take effect Rec. 31. As 
£00Nn as the paper was received at the White 
House the President signed the appointment 
of Mr. Dawes and sent it to the Senate on the 
same sheet with the name of ‘Attorney Gen- 
eral McKenna. Arrangements had already 
beer made with the Finance committee to 
consider the appointment without delay. 
This was rendered necessary because the 
transfer of the office would come the last 
day of the year. Senator Morrill reported 
the name at once from the committee, ex- 
plained the situation, and asked for imme- 
diate action. 

After he had presented his report Senator 
Cockrell of Missouri, a dyed in the wool sil- 
ver man who always hated Eckels because 
of his financial views, and dislikes him still 
more now that he is to become a bank Presi- 
dent and a citizen of Chicago, loomed up 
with agrinand said: ‘* What is that office?” 

Senator Morrill, who was not looking for 
opposition, explained that it was the nomina- 
tion of a new man to succeed the present 
Controller cf the Currency. 

“That’s all right,” said the Missourian, 
“let's take a vote at once. I don’t like the 
other fellow.”’ 

Immediately thereafter Mr. Dawes was 
confirmed without objection. He will pro- 
ceed at once to prepare his bond, and will 
take his seat in the Controller’s chair two 
weeks from Friday. Atmost his first official 
action will be the appointment of General 
McNulta as receiver of the Nationa] Bank 
of Illinois.

“There is no significance whatever,” sa‘d 
Superintendent Brooks of the foreign mails 
division, *“‘ in the re- 
port that Brazil and 
Japan have doubled 
the rates of postage 
between themselves Readjusted. 
and other countries 4 
of the International Postal union. Under the 
rules of this organization postage is reck- 
oned according to the French standard, 25 
centimes, which is the equivalent of five 
cents in our money. Every country in the 
postal union takes care of its own postal 
receipts, and the United States has nothing 
whatever to do with the postage rates +¢s- 
tablished by Brazil and Japan among them- 
selves. It will not cost any more to senda 
letter from the United States to either of 
these countries than it has hitherto, but per- 
sons who buy stamps in Brazil or Japan 
must pay twice as much heréjfter as they 
have been accustomed toin the past. For- 
merly 100 reis in Brazil were the same as 2) 
centimes in Paris, and five sen in Japan was 
the equivalent of the French standard vf 
the postal union. Now, however, the gcv- 
ernments of Brazil and Japan have decreed 
that 200 reis and 10 sen respectively shail 
be the equivalent of 26 centimes. It*is 
simply the adjustment of the gold and silver 
currency of the two countries to the stand- 
ard of the posta) union, and of course does 
not concern this country at all.”

The first Assembly of this season, which 
took place tonight at the Hotel Astoria, was 
one of the most mag- 
nificent functions of 
its kind ever given in 
this city.

The entire first floor of the new Astoria 
was given over to the Assembly. There were 
dancing in the great ballroom, supper in the 
Astor gallery and Myrtle room, promenad- 
ing and conversation in adjoining ‘rooms, 
while the large palm garden was used for 
smoking. 

The floral decorations were simple, as the 
magnificent room did not need elaborate 
arrangements of plants and flowers. The 
great ballroom was allowed to stand in the 
glory ofits frescoes. Only palms with train- 
ing asparagus, vines, and graceful festoons 
were seen in that fine hall. The upper boxes 
were hidden by great shields of palms, from 
which trained the vines.

At the entrance, against a background of 
huge palms, stood Mrs. Astor in a magnificent 
gown of white and black brocade, wearing 
her famous diamonds and an aigrette sprin- 
kled with smaller stones. Next to her stood 
Mrs. Harriet Payne Whitney, the youngest 
matron whe has ever received at an Assem- 
bly ball. 

Mrs. J. Abercrombie Burden, in pearl bro- 
cade, and Mrs. Edgerton Winthrop Jr., in 
white satin, were the other two women who 
received. Mrs. Edgerton Winthrop Jr. rep- 
resented, with Mrs. Whitney, the younger 
set of women. The reception continuc@ until

There was a scene of bustle and activity on 
board the City of Columbia this morning. 
There was a buzz of 
conversation, in 
which feminine yoices 
predominated. The 
majority of the forty 
women who sailed 
this afternoon for the Klondike in search of 
fortune under the leadership of Mrs. Hannah 
Gould were assembied on the deck or in the 
cabin of the steamship. Many went aboard 
yesterday and spent the night on the ship. 
The remainder arrived early this morning. 

Mrs. Gould, who is responsible for this 
exodus to the land of gold, was among the 
last to arrive. They one and all expressed 
themseives as eager to reach the gold fields 
and begin their work. Mrs. Gould said this 
morning that she had already secured em- 
ployment for all her party at salaries of 
from $75 to $100 a week. Most of the women 
are to be employed as housekeepers or cooks. 

The majority of these women fortune- 
seekers are widows. One woman leaves an 
invalid husband behind, and nine are spin- 
sters. All of them have passed the age of 30. 

Besides this party of women there are 
fifteen male passengers on the City of 
Columbia. Four hundred and fifty more are 
booked to join the expedition at Seattle. The 
party is backed financially by Al Adams. 

The steamship City of Columbia Is a thor- 
oughly seaworthy craft, and is well stocked 
with coal, provisions, and everything neces- 
sary to the accomplishment of a voyage of 
19,500 miles, the longest ever undertaken by 
a steam vessel, 

There is a library of 2,500 volumes on 
board, consisting mainly of novels and works 
on the subject of mining. 

The route contemplated is from here to 
Bahamas, Rio, Montevideo, Straits of Ma- 
gellan, Valparaiso, Callao, San Francisco, 
Seattle, and the mouth of the Yukon. 

A tug accompanied the steamship down 
the bay, and among the party on board were 
Congressman William Sulzer, William Row- 
land, and George E. Weed, President of the 
Morgan iron works.

He remonstrated with her for it. 

Ratcliffe then spoke of the day of the as- 
sault. “‘I ordered the necessary supplies 
for dinner and went out to ride my bike. 
When I got home I found that all of the 
food except some ducks was spoiled. I 
asked why it was so. Then my wife asked 
me to mix a cocktail. Isaid,* You're a good 
thing,’ and she said, ‘I suppose you expect 
me to be your servant.’ 

** We drank the cocktails. Our child; Vir- 
ginia, sat on my knee. My wife called the 
child away. I said: ‘* Don’t go to her.’ I 
did not say, ‘ She’s no good.’ 

** My wife flew into a passion and called 
me a name. I seized her by the arm and 
held her in her chair. My grip was not an 
easy one, and she did not free herself at 
once. The maid came in. My wife strug- 
gied out of her chair, seized a spoon, and 
grabbed at my clothing. ‘I'll brain you,’ she 
said. I said then that I’d get out of the 
house. I dressed and cleared out.’”’ 

Ratcliffe denied absolutely that he kicked 
his wife, hit her in the face, or threw her to 
the floor.

Beverley Ward Jr., a well-known society 
and club man, was found dead in his bed 
at the Baltusrol Colf 
club house, near 
Short Hills, N. J., 
this morning. Death 
had resulted from an 
overdose of chloral, 
apparently taken with suicidal intent. 

Relatives of the young man declared that 
the faithiessness of a society woman, to 
whom they said Ward was engaged, 
prompted the deed. Ward had been drink- 
ing heavily for several weeks. 

Beverley Ward Sr., father of the dead man, 
arrived at Short Hills shortly after noon. 
lie was accompanied by Mrs. Ward, his 
second wife and the young man’s step- 
mother. To them, and them only, Dr. Camp- 
bell, who had been called, confided-that the 
young man’s death was due to poison, se!f- 
administered, probably with suicidal intent. 

** My boy kiiled bhimself,’”’ said Mr. Ward 
finally, ‘*‘ because his heart was broken by 
a woman. He has been in love with her 
for over two years, and she finally threw him 
over for another man. 

‘His life was ruined, and he began to 
drink again. Now he has taken this fatal 
dcse.”’ 

Friends of the dead man freely asserted 
their belief that Mr. Ward had taken his 
life in a fit of moody depression caused by 
& woman’s fickleness. 

The young woman whose name was so free- 
ly mentioned in connection with that of Ward 
is Miss Elizabeth C. Stokes, daughter of 
Thomas Stokes. Miss Stokes is an heiress, 
being related to the Cossatts, Dodges, and 
Juillards. Her engagement to Jules Vata- 
ble, a well-known society and club man, 
was announced last Wednesday. Her fa- 
ther denied there had been any engagement 
between her and Ward.

Samuel L. Clemens (Mark Twain) has done 
what few men do. 

“I will pay 50 per cent of your claims,”’ 
he said to the creditors of Charles L. Web- 
ster & Co., boak pub- 
blishers, of which firm 
he was a partner, in 
August, in 18095, “‘ and 
I ask that you trust 
to my honor to pay 
the cther 50 per cent as fast as I can earn it.”’ 

So Mark Twain started out to lecture for 
the benefit of his creditors. He argued that 
he could have the last dollar paid in four 
years, and then, at the age of 6, he could 
make a “ fresh and unincumbered ” start in 
life. 

It became known today that Mr. Clemens 
had kept his promise. He had paid to his 
creditors, it was said, an additional 25 per 
cent in cash, and soon will settle the full 
amount of all claims against the firm. 

Mr. Clemens would, it has been said, be a 
wealthy man today were it not for two busi- 
ness transactions. He invested $100,000 in 
the Page Compositor Manufacturing com- 
pany, which was one of the first companies 
to exploit a mechanical typesetting machine, 

After that money was lost, Webster & Co. 
had need of all the humorist’s earnings. 

It is said that Mr. Clemens’ latest payment 
amounted to more than $25,000.

GIVES JOY'T0 SPAIN 


News of Peace in the Philip- 
pines Reaches Madrid. 


CITY IS IN GALA DRESS. 


Rebels Will Surrender to General 
Rivera on Christmas. 


ALL RECEIVE FULL PARDON.

Madrid, Dec. 16.—[Copyright, 1897, by W. 
R. Hearst.]—Great joy was produced here 
by the news of the pacification of the Phil- 
ippine Islands, announced by Premier Sa- 
gasta to the Queen today and later on by 
supplements to the Official Gazette and most 
of the Madrid papers. ' 

Crowds in the streets assailed the venders 
anxious to learn the details. As the news 
spread the balconies of clubs and private 
houses were decorated with bunting and 
there were rejoicings at the State buildings. 
The town is illuminated tonight. The Queen 
sent an aid-de-camp to the daughters of 
Prymo Rivera, the Captain General of the 
Philippines, congratulating them. 

Telegrams sent by Prymo Rivera from 
Manyla announce that the new term given 
the rebels for submitting being about to ex- 
pire, and active operations against them be- 
ing about to be resumed, Aguinaldo Clan- 
era, chief of the rebel leaders, with the mem- 
bers of the government of the native re- 
public, offered to surrender with arms and 
men on condition that a free pardon be 
granted and money given for leaving the 
country. 

On the report from Prymo Rivera that the 
conditions were honorable for the Spanish 
army the goverrment accepted them. The 
fcrmal surrender will take place on Christ- 
mas in Lingayen, from where the principal 
leaders and members of the rebel govern- 
ment, duly escorted, will be taken by spe- 
cial trains to Manyla. The chief organizer 
of the rebellion, Rizal Jr., has disappeared. 
No great importance is attached to him.. 

Peace is judged to be complete, though for 
some weeks a handful of rebels, mainly 
deserters, may remain in the mountains. 
The pacification will allow Spain to concen- 
trate her resources and navy in Cuba.

“The government is so alarmed at the 
menacing attitude of the populace that ar- 
tillery has been posted and concealed in po- 
sitions commanding the main streets of the 
city, but it is said the : not to be 
rélied upon.

This is, however, exaggeration. The Ma- 
drid correspondent of the Daily “Mail, who 
is quite impartial, writes as follows from 
Madrid on Dec. 14: 

** Well informed and thoughtful men de- 
clare the Carlists will do nothing now in 
order not to dampen the enthusiasm: of their 
followers in the provinces. The leaders will 
continue the agitation in case of disaster in 
Cuba or of serious popular rioting against 
the government for its weakness in dealing 
with the United States. Or, should serious 
conflicts arise in the army, the Carlists would 
rise, hoping to secure the support of that 
part of the Spanish public tired of their pro- 
fessional politicians.”’ 

Hence the situation, though not critical, is 
serious. 


CHASED BY SPANISH POLICE. 


Insurgent Leader Alfredo Godoy Es- 
capes from Havana on the Steam- 
er Olivette.

Havana, Dec. 16.—[Copyright, 1897, by W. 
R. Hearst.]—Shortly after the departure of 
the steamer Olivette yesterday for Key 
West Spanish officials claimed that they had 
received information that the famous in- 
surgent leader, El Inglesito, otherwise Al- 
fredo Godoy, was aboard, bound for the 
United States. The Captain of the harbor 
police was immediately summoned and in- 
structed to overhaul the Olivette and bring 
Inglesito back. A number of police in the 
fastest launch procurable set out in pursuit, 
but were unable to overtake the steamer. 
When the police returned and reported their 
failure Marshal Blanco was so enraged he 
threatened to court-martial all concerned. 


HE FAILS TO KILL WEYLER. 


Faint-Hearted Spaniard Punished by a 
Secret Society for Not Killing 
the General. 


Madrid, Dec. 16.—The man who was found 
the other day in a ditch near Saragossa with 
hands and feet tied and dressed as a woman, 
and who had traveled on the same train with 
General Weyler, has confessed that he was 
tied and dressed in woman’s clothing by 
three members of a secret society because 
he had failed to assassinate General Weyler. 
The latter says he was warned of the plot 
and was conscious throughout the journey 
that he was being followed by an assassin. 

The Carlist conferences here between Mar- 
quis Cerralbo, Count Casaola, and the Carl- 
ist deputies have decided that no present 
action is possible, owing to the failure to 
get money for revolutionary purposes either 
in Europe or America. Therefore, though 
the agitation will be kept uivgfoa in readi- 
ness, should it by a turn in nts be given 
an opportunity, all idea of rising for the 
present is abandoned. 

At the Cabinet council today Sefior Gullon, 
the Minister for Foreign Affairs, read dis- 
patches from Washington, which, it is said, 
gave “ general satisfaction.”

GREGORY “WIDOW” NO. 2. 


“ALVARETTA,” ALLEGED RELICT, 
LAYS CLAIM TO THE MILLIONS. 


Petitions the Probate Court te Revoke 
the Existing Letters in the Big Lum- 
berman’s Estate and Make Her Ad- 
ministratrix—Hails from Chicago, 
Though Now in Washington—Other 
Sides in the Case Scout Her Conten- 
tion—Views of Attorneys. 


Another “‘ Gregory widow’ has deciared 
her claim to the estate of the dead miliion- 
aire. This one signs her name “ Alvaretta 
Gregory ’’ and declares that she is a resident 
of this city. She is now in Washington, D. 
C., and will return to Chicago in about ten 
days. She has filed a bill in the Probate 
Court petitioning that the letters of ad- 
ministration granted by Judge Kohlisaat be 
revoked and that new letters be issued to 
her as administratrix. 

The latest claimant is represented by 
Granville W. Browning and Parker & Hef- 
fernan. Mr. Parker refuses to describe his 
client more than to say that she is beautiful 
and about 38 years old, He says that she is 
now at the national capital and will be in 
New York in a few days. He expects to see 
her in this city inside of two weeks, Hesays 
that while in this city she boarded at one of 
the hotels in the vicinity of Twenty-second 
street and Michigan avenue. The clerks at 
the hotels in that neighborhood say that no 
such guest has been in their houses for the 
last six months. 


Surprise to Other Litigants. 

Both sides in the former suit were taken 
by surprise by this new phase of what will 
now be a three-cornered fight for Allen 
Gregory’s money. Mr. Mayer of Moran, 
Kraus & Mayer, counsel for the first claim- 
ant, Martha Clybourn Gregory, said:

Gregory said: 

‘‘Allwe know of this Alvaretta is that after 
the separation with Martha Clybourn, Mr. 
Gregory contracted an alliance with this 
new claimant. Of course, there was no mar- 
riage. He had several common law mar- 
riages, one of which is acknowledged. While 
his lawful wife, the wife of his youth, Sallie 
Gregory, was alive, he lived with Martha 
Clybourn, and since the date of her now 
alleged marriage, she signed certain legal 
papers as ‘Martha Clybourn, spinster.’

Terriss was hoMing a 
glove in his left hand, and, dropping it, ap- 
peared for a moment to seize the murderer. 
In an instant, however, two other blows had 
been inflicted without a sound from the 
victim. 

“The deed was witnessed by many, and 
a rush was made to his assistance. The 
stage door was partly open and a commis 
sionaire rushed to rescue poor Terriss, who 
was covered with blood. By this time the 
commissionaire and police sergeant had car¢ 
ried him inside.”’ . ;

Archer, it 
appears, who is well educated and a good 
singer, has been living in mean lodgings in 
the neighborhood of Buckingham Palace. 
He had often been assisted financially by 
Terriss and other members of the Adelphi 
company, but of late he had become so im- 
portunate that Mr. Terriss had referred him 
to the Actors’ Benevolent fund. 


Foretold in a Dream. 

The understudy of the dead actor tells a 
curious story of how last night he dreamed 
that he saw Mr. Terriss lying on a landing 
surrounded by a crowd and raving. He says: 

‘“‘T told my colleague this morning and 
could not get the horrible dream off. my 
mind the whole day. Judge of my horror on 
arriving at the theater tonight just as the 
deed was perpetrated. I believe that but for 
the police the crowd would have lynched 
Archer.” ; 

Another member of the Adelphi company 
says the assassin was known at the theater 
as *‘ Mad Archer,’ and that when ordered 
off the premises last night he muttered 
** Not yet.” 

Others say that Archer nursed a grievance 
against Mr. Terriss even before he left his 
employment at the theater. More than once 
he stood in the wings and indulged in sar- 
castic comments on Mr. Terriss’ actfng, such 
as ** Fools often succeed in life where men 
of genius fail.”’ 

The assassin made no attempt to escape. 
When seized he offered to go quletly to the 
police station. 

The assassin shows no signs of insanity. 
He appeared to glory in his victim’s death, 
but soon calmed down in the cell. 


WILLIAM GILLETTE’S TRIBUTE. 


Describes the Many Good Qualities of 
the Dead Actor and Expresses 
Deep Rregret. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Dec. 16.—[ Special. ]—When 
the news that William Terriss had been 
assassinated in London was carried to the 
Alvin Theater, where William Gillette and 
his company are presenting ‘‘ Secret Serv- 
ice,’ it was such a blow that the evening 
performance was noticeably affected. Many 
of the members of the company personally 
knew ‘Terriss, having played with him. 
‘* We all knew him,”’ said Mr. Gillette, ** but 
I naturally knew him better than the others 
because we played the same part—that of 
Captain Thorne. Tefriss was a modest, un- 
assuming fellow, one of the kind that every- 
body likes. We all feel a genuine grief over 
his death. He was more of a democratic 
American than any Englishman 1 ever met. 
I remember one day | was at the Ascot 
races with him, and seeing a theatrical ac- 
quaintance doing some negro minstrel busi- 
ness among the crowd, he slapped him on 
the back with a cheery ‘ Hello, old fellow, 
how are you doing?’ With that he tossed 
the minstrel a coin and went on his way 
doing good.”’ . 

Mr. Gillette sent the following cablegram 
to Manager Gatti of the Adelphi Theater: 

‘‘Unspeakably shocked. We mourn the 
death of Terriss with all who loved him, 
which means all England.” 


ACTORS IN CHICAGO MOURN HIM 


Sol Smith Russell and Fanny Addison 
Pitt Speak of William Ter- 
riss. 


Actors now playing in Chicago mourned 
last night when they received the tidings of 
the killing of William Terriss. Fanny Ad- 
dison Pitt, who took the part of Mrs. Mala- 
prop in Bol Smith Russell's production of 
“The Rivals’’ at Hooley’s, was deeply af- 
fected when she heard the sad news. Mrs. 
Pitt is an English actress and had known 
Mr. Terriss many years. Mr. Russell heard 
the story of the tragic death early in the 
evening, but kept the news from Mrs. Pitt 
until after the performance. 

‘‘He was such a splendid fellow,’ said 
Mrs. Pitt later; ‘‘ warm-hearted and jovial. 
I don’t see how any one cauld have had the 
heart to strike a blow at him. He wasof 
splendid family and stood for all that is best 
in his profession. Terriss was his stage 
name. His family name was Lewen. It is 
an old and hcnored family, and Terriss, who 
was a younger son, went, like so many 
younger sons of good English families where 
the inheritance falls to the ‘first 
gon, out to Australia and engaged 
in sheep raising. He was not 
successful in the venture, but he married a 
very pretty girl and came back to England 
with his young wife. They had a daughter, 
Ellaline, a beautiful girl and very talent- 
ed, who played the title réle in ‘ Cinderella ’ 
in London last season and made a great hit. 

‘* Terriss objected to the stage at first, but 
finally accepted it and became an actor. He 
began his carger, I believe, at Drury Lane, 
and then went tothe Princess. His success 
Was great, and he was accepted as one of 
the best of English actors. 

‘*O, it is hard te believe that he met such 
a cruel death. I! can only say that we who 
knew and honored him are heart-broken at 
the loss.”’ 

Mr. Russell met Mr. Terriss in New York 
in 1887, “He was starring in America 
then,’’ said Mr. Russell. ‘** He was playing 
‘Rogerly La Honte.’ One evening—I re- 
member it well—he was one of a party who 
attended a dinner at the Players’ club in 
New York. It was given by the Dalys. 
Booth was there, and Barrett, Billy Flor- 
ence, and a number of others. 

* Terriss was one of the guests. I recalla 
chat I had with him that evening. He was 
very jolly, and told delightful stones. He 
‘impressed me as being the soul cf wit, cor- 
dial and gracious, a aplendid type of the 
English gentleman. 1 feel sorry, very sorry, 
to hear this sad news.’’ 

Miss Nannette Comstock, the Lucy of Mr. 
Russell's presentation of ** The Rivals,” also 
knew Mr. Terriss. She had met hia several 
seasons ago while she was playirg in Jchn 
Hare’s compeny in “ The Girl 1 Left Be- 
hind Me.” “A genial, happy character,” 
sail Miss Comstock. ‘‘ A manin everything. 
i did not think there was any one who knew 
him but admired and honored him.” 

Will J. Davis said Mr. Terriss was in 
Chicago first in 1883. He was then playing 
with Henry Irving and appeared at the Co- 
lumbia. In 1887 Mr. Terriss appeared here 
as a star, playing at the Grand for two 
weeks. in 18%} Mr. Terriss was with Sir 
Henry Irving at the Columbia and made a 
hit as the Duc de Nemours in *‘ Louis X1.”

His Career an Adventurous One and 
His Success on the Stage Un - 
questioned.

William Terriss was born in London in 
1851 and ase youth led an adventurous ca- 
reer. He became a midshipman in the Eng- 
lish navy at the age of 14. and for a time was 
in the merchant service. He tried tea plant- 
ing in India and studied medicine at St. 
Mary’s Hospital. His roying afsposition car- 
ried him from,.one vocation to another and 
from oné sidé ét the world fo the other. ~* 

At the age of I) he made his first appear- 
ance on the stajye. With engaging persisten- 
cy he managed to induce Mr. ,Bancroft to 
give him a twélvemonth’s trial, but at the 
end of this- perio@d his roving propensittes 
overcame him once more, and before he gave 
himself up entirely to the theater he had 
gained more experiences, both as a sheep 
farmer in the Falkland Islands and as a 
breeder of horses in the United States. 

As a robust romantic actor he first made 
his mark -in the part of ‘Squire Thornhill in 
“ Olivia.” This was in 1878. He played 
Romeo to the Juilet of Miss Mary Anderson 
for 200 nights. His success in Miss Ander- 
son's company was similar to that he 
enjoyed with Irving. He remained 
with Mr. Irving for a number of years, and 
was again with him for a few seasons not 
long ago, when he played in ‘* Ravenswodd,’ 
“Henry VIL,” and “ Becket.” But it is 
with the Adelphi Theater that his name {x 
connected in the minds of the majority o; 
playgoers; and it was there that, as the her: 
of numberless erriss 
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showed for this- particular class of work an 
aptitude in which he could scarcely be ex- 
celled. 

He appeared 250 times as Darcourt in the 
‘‘ Belle’s Stratagem ” at the Strand Theater; 
later he appeared as Sir Kenneth in “ Rich- 
ard Coeur de Lion,’’ as Romeo, and as Cap- 
tain Molyneux in “* The Shaughraun "’ at the 
Drury Lane. Sydney Sefton In “* Conscience 
Money,’ Captain Absolute in “ The Rivals,”’ 
and Fawley Denham in “ Crisis’ were his 
latest engagements before Terriss joined 
Irving's company. He was with Irving sev- 
en years before becoming a star on his own 
acc t.. He. came to. America once with 
himé¢ Terriss’ daughter, Ellaline Terriss, 
has several times visited New York with her 
husband, Seymour Hicks, in “** Cinderella,’’ 
in gayety burlesque, and in light opera. A 
popular tradition made her name, another 
form of Ellen Terry, her father’s patron. 

Terriss’ face was an attractive one, and 
he had a breezy, buoyant style Which ren- 
dered him popular with his gocial and pro- 
fessional acquaintances. He was a nephew 
of Grote, the historian. Off the stage his 
name was Lewin. His father was a barfris- 
ter. Terriss was educated at Windermere 
College and at Jesus College, Oxford. 

He passed as the handsomest and the most 
exquisitely dressed of the leading men in 
all England, with whom Osmond. Tearle, 
Herbert Kelcey, and Kyrie Bellew have made 
the American public familar. 

Always devoted to him was Jessie Millwar, 
the English actress, with whom he made his 
first real hit in the part of ‘Squire Thornhill 
in *‘ Olivia.” She always played with Ter- 
riss after he left Irving and added much to 
the finish of his performances. 

‘**‘ How did you come to take your name of 
Terriss?’’ a friend asked the actor once. 

**O, I got it from Ellen Terry, whom I ad- 
mire greatly,’ he answered. 

Only his intimates were invited to his 
dainty home at Bedford Park. It was a 
wonderland of treasures and curios. Half 
hidden in the corner was the medal of the 
Royal Humane society, presented to Ter- 
riss for rescuing a drowning sailor at Deal. 
He was an excellent Greek scholar. 

It was soon after returning to England 
from the Falkland Islands that Terriss first 
came to America. The spring of 1875 found 
him on the way to Lexington, Ky., he and 
one of the famous Tattersalls having 
planned to raise horses in the blue grass 
region. ‘He was stranded in short order, 
but luck did not desert him. He found a 
brother Mason, a coach builder named Oli- 
ver, who lent him money enough to pay his 


passage back to England. 


BERNHARDT’S NEW TRIUMPH. 


Her Wonderful Dramatic Power Shown 
in Mirbeau’s Socialistic 
Production.

World.]—‘ Les Mauvais Bergers,’’ success- 
fully produced at the Renaissance, is a so- 
cialistic piece in which the playwright, M. 
Octave Mirbeau, voluntarily sacrifices all at- 
tempts to be conventional in the analysis of 
cruel but thoroughly dramatic situations. 
Human suffering, labor, and death are de- 
scribed in five acts, intensified by the acting 
of Sarah Bernhardt, hoarse with declama- 
tion, but sublime in dramatic power. 

The piece opens with a clear statement of 
its purpose. Madeleina Theiux is ina 
workman's home, seated between two cra- 
dies, her mother breathing her last in an 
adjoining room. Her father announces she 
has passedaway. Madeleine, grief-stricken, 
goes into the death chamber. A conversa- 
tion takes place between Jean Roule, a near- 
by Anarchist workman, and Robert Har- 
gand, son of Manufacturer Hargend, the 
great employer of the district. 

The’ other acts comprise a ‘highly vivid 
narrative of different phases and fluctua- 
tions of the strike, Jean Roule in turn the 
lending spirit and the scapegoat. By his 
side stands Madeleine. During a forest 
scene of the Zola pattern the men yell for 
bread. Jenn Roule then makes a speech, 
in which he gibbets political agitators who 
make pedestals of workingmen’s corpses to 
raise them to place and fortune. Then fol- 
lows a despairing appexwl to revolt. Made- 
leine reveals herself as the helpmate of the 
»poeaker, She appeases the unruly crowd and 
calls herself mother of the child of the peo- 
ple, of whom Jean Roule is the father. 

The last act is an epilogue of a revolt. A 
conflagration in the background shows the

strikers have get fire to the foundries, while 


in the foreground pass men carrying the 
dcad and wounded on stretchers, many strik- 
ers having been shot down by troops in car- 
rying the barricade whénce stones and pis- 
tol shots have been directed against them. 
Jean Roule and Madeleine, waving the red 
tiag in front of their followers, fell at the 
iirst volley. Robert Hargand, who had ap- 
parently been trying to prevent the col- 
lision, was also among the killed. While 
weeping and shrieking women seek their 
dead husbands and brothers Madeleine is 
carried in and laid on a bench beside her 
father, who has become helplessly insane. 

This realistic scene is absolutely too hor- 
rible. Madam Bernhardt, her face stained 
by blood trickling from a wound in the tem- 
ple, is lying insensible on the bench, sur- 
veyed querulously by the imbecile at her side. 
Behind are blazing buildings and around 
scenes of sorrow. Madeleine slowly recoy- 
ers consciousness, and at last, putting her 
hand to her head, gazes wonderingly at the 
red on her fingers. Memory returns, anda 
painful scene over two corpses, those of Jean 
Roule and Robert Hargand, follows, and the 
curtain falls upon a scene of unrelieved hor- 
ror such as has seldom ever been seen on the 
stage. 

Bernhardt in the melodramatic part, shows 
once more that all types of character, all 
phases of her art, come within the range of 
her wonderful genius. In the death scene 
she was realistic in the extreme, but frightful 
as it was the audience was powerless to turn 
its eyes away from the waxen features and 
gradually glazing eyes betokening the ap- 
proach of death. It was an immense histri- 
onic success for her. 


STORM ON THE IRISH COAST.

BLOODLESS VICTORY FOR GERMANY 


Kiel, Dec. 16.—The German cruisers Gefion 
and Deutschland sailed for Chinese waters 
this morning. The harbor presented a most 
animated picture. The shores were thronged 
with people, and a number of naval officers 
occupied the Barbarosse bridge. Prince 
Henry entered his launch and was vocifer- 
ously cheered as the boat left the shore. 

Emperor William, in an Admiral’s uni- 
form, appeared alone at the castle gafe, sa- 
luted the officers, and boarded a launch. He 
was cheered enthusiastically. 

The Deutschland, which was anchored 
opposite the castle, hoisted the imperial 
standard as his Majesty stepped on board 
and then hoisted the war flag. The Deutsch- 
land slowly got under way, with the Em- 
peror, Prince Henry, and the other Princes 
on her bridge. As she passed the other ves- 
sels, which were drawn up in a line extend- 
ing as far as Bellevue, hurrahs were ¢x- 
changed, the crews manned yards, and guns 
thundered forth salutes until the Deutsch- 
land disappeared in clouds of powder smoke 

om the gazing spectators.

Address by the Emperor. 


Emperor William, toasting his brother, 
Prince Henry, at the banquet given in the 
latter’s honor at the Royal Castle last night, 
said: 

‘My Dear Henry: I am fully conscious 
of the task I have set you and the responsi- 
bility which 1 bear. 1, at the same time, am 
conscious of the fact that it is my duty to 
develop what my predecessors left me. I 
presuppose that in themselves my acts are 
nothing new. They are the logical conse- 
quences of what our lamented grandfather 
and his Chancellor accomplished politically 
and what our glorious father achieved with 
the sword on the battlefield. They are no 
more than the first effects of the newly- 
united, newly-created German empire in its 
duties across the seas, in the astonishing 
development of the commercial interests of 
the empire, Which has assumed such dimen- 
sions that it is my duty to follow the new 
German Hansa and to afford it the protec- 
tibn it is entitled to démand from the em- 
pire and the Emperor. 

‘‘ Our German brethren in holy orders, who 
set out to engage in peaceful work, have 
placed themselves under my protection, and 
it behooves us to afford ever support and 
protection to these brethren, who have been 
repeatedly mortified and sorely oppressed. 
For this reason the mission which I have 
confided to you, and which you have to ac- 
complish in conjunction with your com- 
rades on the ships already there, is essential- 
ly defensive, not offensive. It is intended 
under the sheltering banner of the German 
naval ensign, German merchants and ships 
shall be granted their rights, that we may 
claim the same rights conceded to all other 
nations. 

‘Imperial power means maritime power, 
Maritime power and imperial power are 
mutually’ interdependent. One cannot exist 
without the other. 

‘The squadron, reinforced by your divis- 
ion, will now have to stand forth as the 
symbol of imperial maritime power. Your 
vocation there is to develop the cordial in- 
tercourse and good friendship of all com- 
rades of the foreign fleets and to firmly pro- 
tect the national interest against every one 
seeking to harm German subjects. 

‘** Let it be clear to every European there, 
to the German:merchant, and above all to 
the foreigner on whose soil we may be, and 
with whom we may have to deal, that the 
German nation has firmly planted on that 
soil a shield emblazoned with the imperial 
eagle in order to afford protection once for 
all to him who applies for it. 

‘*Should any one ever attempt to affront 
or prejudice us in our good rights then strike 
out with your mailed fist, and, God willing, 
weave round your young brow the laurel 
wreath which no one in the German empire 
will begrudge you.”’ 

Responding to the Emperor's toast, Prince 
Henry said, in closing: ‘‘I raise my glass 
and call to those who, with me, enjoy the 
happy privilege of being permitted to go 
forth to remember this day to impress on 
their minds the person of the Emperor, to 
let the cry resound far out into the world: 

‘*** Our most serene, mighty, beloved Em- 
peror, King, and master forever and ever. 
Hérrah! Hurrah! Hurrah!’ ”’ 


Oriental Report on Kiao-Chou. 


Vancouver, B. C., Dec. 16.—Chinesé papers 
brought by the Empress of India thus de- 
scribe the taking of Kiao-Chou by the Ger- 
mans: 

On Sunday morning (Nov. 14) three Ger- 
man warships, the Kaiser, flagship,with the 
Admiral on board, the Princess Wilhelm, 
and the Arcona entered the bay, and the Ad- 
miral gent word to the General commanding 
the garrison that he had come to obtain sat- 
isfaction for the murder of the two Gerfhan 
missionaries of Bishop Ansors, Roman Cath- 
olic missionary, which took place on the 
Ist inst., at Yen Tu, in the southeast of 
the province, and that he intended landing 
a strong party of men and occupying the 
torts. The Chinese General in command 
sent back an evasive answer and tried to 
refer the matter to Pekin, saying he had 
nothing to do with it. , 

The Admitfal returned a peremptory re- 
ply, saying he would land his men in thre3 
hours, and would use force to carry out his 
orders, giving the Chinese garrison that 
much time to evacuatetheforts. ° 

The Chinese soldiery, composed of the 

Coolie warriors, were scared out of their wits 
when they saw the “ foreign devils’ ”’ ships 
make ominous preparations for business hy 
running out their guns and lowering the 
yards, while the boats were swung out in 
readiness for landing men. 
' The Chinese General sent word to the 
German flagship that he “ yielded to sn- 
perior force,’ and meckly bowed his head ty 
the inevitable. He begged to place his life 
and those of his wives and numerous fan- 
ily under German protection, and was ready 
to obey the honored commands of the Ger- 
man Admiral. 

Then several hundred men with six guns 
were landed without theslightest opposit‘en 
and in admirable order, at three points 
each division marching straight to the near- 
est fort, which they found tenantless. The 
Chinese flags were promptly hauled down 
and the German ensign run up, whereupon 
the three warships fired a salute. There was 
ho confusion whatever, and the few country 
people in the neighborhood quickly recog- 
nizing what had happened accepted the sit- 


uation.

JAPAN’S CLAIMS ARE REVISED. 


Asks That Her Interests in Hawaii Be 
Guaranteed by the United 
States. 


San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 16.—The steam- 
ship Doric, which arrived from Japan this 
morning, brought the following bearing 
upon the Japanese-Hawailan question: 

His chances of becoming a Minister of 
State having disappeared with the unstic- 
cessful termination of negotiations for an 
alllanc® between the government and the 
Radicals, Mr. Hoshi left for his post at 
Washington by the City of Peking. It is re- 
ported that as the Cabinet found that the 
abselute protest against Hawalian annexa- 
tion was of no avail it concluded that it 
would be advisable to yield a point, and, 
while not objecting to annexation itself, to 
make an effort to insure the protection of 
Japanese interests, For example, the United 
States government will be asked to guar- 
antee that the annexation of Hawali shall 
not interfere with the advantage hitherto 
possessed by Japan in the island. This will 
constitute the scope of Japan's policy, even 
should Congress approve of annexation. 

Instructions in regard to indemnity claimed 
by Japan from the Hawaiian government 
were mailed to Mr. Shimamura by the City 
of Peking on Nov. 20. 

The Jiji Shimpo writes that the Hawaltan 
government wishes to expedite a settlement 
of its dispute with: Japan and to avoid re- 
course to a third power. It is, however, 
apparently unwilling to retract its former 
proposal of arbitration, but should the Jap- 
anese government demand the rejection of 
arbitration and the payment of a suitable 
indemnity it will no doubt be prepared to 
acquiesce,

In the midst of conversation and laughter 
the briliiant author fell backward, uttering 
acry of pain. Drs. Pottan and Gils La Tour- 
ette were sent for and applied electricity, but 
in vain. He rapidly became cold and did 
not recognize his relatives gathered around 
him, but passed away quietly. 


Alphonse Daudet was called the French 
Dickens. He admitted an admiration for 
Dickens, but said he was unable to find 
striking analogies between “* Pickwick " and 
* David Copperfield ’’ and his own ** Nabob,”’ 
“ Kings in Exile,’’ or * Sappho.”’ In reading 
“ Jack,”’ he said, one might recall Dickens, 
However, like the great English novelist, 
Daudet had an infinite tenderness for the 
poor, the disgraced, and children who have 
to struggle against the mysteries of their 
time. 

Daudet was 57 years old. Three years ago 
Theodore de Banville described him thus: 
““A marvelously charming head, the skin 
of a warm and amber colored paleness, the 
eyebrows straight and silken, the eye bright, 


| burning, and liquid, at once fiery and moist; 


lost in ¢reams, & sees nothing, but it is de- 
licious to look upon the voluptuous, dreamy 
mouth; purple with blood. The soft beard, 
the abundant dark hair, the small and deli- 
cate ear combine in an ensemble which is 
proudly virile, in spite of its feminine grace.”’ 
" Daudet told how he wrote in these words: 
“When the fit is upon me I allow nothing 
to interrupt me, not even leaving my writ- 
ing table for meals. I have my food brought 
to my desk, eat hurriedly,*and set to work 
before digestion begins.’ 

Daudet ‘was born in Nimes, of poor par- 
ents. After studying in the Lyceum in 
Lyons,’ he became an usher in a school at 
Alais, and did that drudgery for years. An 
elder brother procured a position in a glass 
store in Paris, and Alphonse went to live 
with him. They took the cheapest lodgings 
they could find. In fact, Daudet traveled to 
Paris in a freight car, wearing a pair of 
rubber boots, inside of which were neither 
slippers nor stockings, Both brothers had 
faith in the genius of the younger. 

One day a stray volume of Daudet’s poems 
found its way into the Tuileries. The Mm- 
prees Eugénie was delighted and sent her 
brother-in-law to find the author. Daudet 
was made private secretary to the Duc de 
Morny at a salary of $1,000 a year. 

Figaro opened its columns to him and his 
fame became national, then world-wide. He 
also wrote for the stage with success, com- 
posing, in conjunction with Ernest Lenine, 
‘* La Derniere Idole " and “ L’Oeiliet Blanc.” 
Subsequently he wrote for the theater three 
pleets which were fallures—‘' Le,Sacrifice,”’ 
“1, Arlessienne,” and “IdAse Tavernier.” 
The two latter were produced in Paris in 
1872. ‘* L’Arlessienne ’’ was produced in the 
sroadway Theater, New York, last March, 
but was taken off before the end of the time 
set for its run. 

Among his best-known writings are “‘ Tar- 
tarin de Tarascon,” ‘* Le Petit Chose,” ‘“‘Fro- 
mont, Jeune, et Risler Aine,”’ his best work, 
to which the French Academy awarded the 
Joug prize in 1875, and which wes sticcessful- 
ly dramatized; *‘ La Nabab,” “ Jack,” “ Le 
Rois en Exil,” “‘ Sappho,” “ L’Immortel,” a 
‘severe satire on the French Academy; 
“Trenty Ans de Paris,’”’ in which he de- 
scribes his struggles as a young; unknown 
auther, and “ Port Tarascon.’’. 

Daudet’s income trom his writings in 1872 
was $1,000, but for many years before his 
death it had not fallen below $20,000 a year. 
He lived in the fashionable St. Germain 
— on the fourth floor of @ house in the

Captain Colleran attributed the arrest of 
the fugitives to the circulars which were 
gatiered broadcast over the country an- 
nouncing a reward of $250 for the missing 
men. The reward was offered by General 

' Superintendent of Police Joseph Kipley per- 
pnally, and the money was placed, along 
with an expense fund, in Detective Keefe’s 
hands yesterday when he left for Prince- 
ton. It will be turned over to Marshal John 
Wilson at Princeton, to be distributed as 
he may see fit. 

Chief Kipley, who stopped a conference 
with a number of‘ poHticians to draw his 
check for $250, so that Detective Keefe might 
atonce turn it over to Marshal Wilson, was 
disposed to give Captain Wheeler all the 
qedit for the capture.

On 
the night of their departure a house was 
entered and some things of value stolen. 
Marshal Wilson of this place followed Merry 
ere Smith to Dulaney Station, four miles 
nse town towards Eddyville, and arrested 
; m. They were brought back and in- 
errogated, but finally turned loose, as the 
thefts could not be proven on them. They 
Showed no fear and laughed at the officers. 

At Fulton and Mayfield, Ky., at this time 
rumors were afloat that Merry and Smith 
were headed that way. It finally came to 
the ears of Charles McNutt and he read up 
on them and prepared for their ‘coming. 
Four detectives were on guard at the Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee State line. 

When they were turned loose here they 
crawled upon the bumpers and rode to Eid- 
dyville, ten miles distant. 

Merry’s feet had by this time got so sore he 
could not walk five miles a day. He could 
hardly stand. They were cracked open and 
bled on the slightest touch. Unable to con- 
tinue their journey afoot, Merry and Smith 
laid a number of plans to get away from this 
locality. They finally decided to get a boat 
and float down the Cumberland to the Ohio, 
down the Ohio to the Mississippi, and thence 
to the gulf. They had $20 or more in their 
pockets and were on the point of a trade 
when Merry’s feet became worse and they 
decided to go across the river and see if his 
feet would not get better before they left. 


Dine with the Marshal. 


They took their board Stnday with James 
Holman, the Marshal of Eddyville, just 
under the penitentiary walls, with the sen- 
tinel looking down at them in his caily 
rounds. 

Merry slept in a feather bed and seemed 
happy and gay. He is the brains of the pair. 
Seeing things looking black he determined 
to leave Eddyville. Smith was to stay in his 
room on@hour after Merry left the house. 

Tuesday night was dark, so Merry slipped 
out of the window fm his gum shoes, and 
started for the railroad, which is one mile 
from town, on a slow walk. He was pain- 
fully limping on the railroad in the dark 
when he ran into the arms of Marshal Mc- 
Nutt of Mayfield and Marshal Wilson of 
Princeton. Smith remained in the room un- 
til he thought Merry well away, when he 
ventured out and missed hjs *‘ pard’’ at the 
watertank, so, thinking Merry was in hid- 
ing, he took to the bushes. 

He remained in the country all night and 
went to sleep in a boxcar at daybreak. He 
was found asleep, but, on being awakened 
and jumping out, showed fight. A revolver 
was shoved in his face and he quietly sur- 
rendered. 

A tramp, ragged and dirty but smart, 
furnished the first clew to the,real identity 
of the captives. After Marshal Wilson had 
arrested and afterward released them they 
had been joined by the tramp, who had re- 
mained with the Chicago thugs one day. 
He had his suspicions aroused and when he 
reached Mayfield this wideawake vagrant 
confided his belief to Marshal McNutt, who 
befriended him. McNutt at once began a 
wire correspondence with Wilson. The sus- 
pects were located at Eddyville, the trap 
was sprung, and the arrest followed. 


Detective Webber Talks. 

Detective Webber does not put much faith 
in the story of these wanderings. 

“In my opinion,” said Webber, “ Merry 
and Smith do not know.where they have 
been since they left Chicago, for the sim- 
ple reason that they have been too drunk 
to know. Smith tells me that they bought 
many flasks of whisky on their travels, 
and I am confident that neither one can tell 
where he has been during the four weeks 
since the crime. I expect that in some 
instances they have visited and revisited 
certain towns half a dozen times. Their 
travels were unlike those of professional 
hobos. 

** Merry has not forgotten his child. When 
I walked in on him in the jail this morning 
the first thing he did was to ask what had 
become of his potato wagon, and if Captain 
Wheeler of the Maxwell Street Station still 
had possession of his little son. He had 
heard somewhere that Wheeler had taken 
charge of his boy, and was holding the little 
fellow as a witness against his father.”’ 

Detective Keefe is expected to arrive from 
Chicago at 2 o'clock tomorrow murning, ard 
from present indications he and Detective 
Webber will be able to start bagk with the 
prisoners in the forenoon. 

Smith. who is spokesman for the arrested 
fugitives, said he would willingly return 
without requisition papers. He appeared to 
be as happy under the circumstanccs as any 
man could be. 


Sing Gayly in Their Celis. 


“There'll be a hot time in the old town 
tonight,’’ he sang in his cell tonight, while 
Merry, who lay at his side with his feet 
wrapped in bandages, joined in the chorus. 
A circle of petty offenders and negro thieves 
formed a background for the scene. They 
stood or sat ata respectful distance from the 
mén who brutally killed Mrs. Pauline Merry 
and buried her body in a shallow ditch and 
regarded the strangers as heroes. 

Smith pushed close to the bars, evidently 
pleased at being a conspicuous figure in 
such a scene. Merry’s reply was a growl 
at intervals during the interview which fol- 
lowed. He put in a word or two, but on the 
whole he seemed content to let his com- 
panion do the talking. 

‘“‘ Will we go back without a requisition?” 
repeated Smith. **‘ Why, sure. Why not? 
What's the use of fighting de case. We've 
got no money and they’ll take us anyhow. 

‘* Say, how do you like my singing’ Sorter 
like a bird in a cage, ain’t it? You bet I feel 
at home here. This thing of being knocked 
cround the country in box cars ain’t what 
it’s cracked up to be, but I don’t believe I 
want to go back inas!eeper. It might make 
my back sore. It’s a shame to get pinched 
jest when we had our plans laidso nice. We 
were going to get a house boat when we 
reached the river again and float down. 
Then we were going to Cuba, but I’m afraid 
we won't make de trip for awhile.” 

The prisoners turn off every pointed 
query concerning their crime with a laugh 
or a jest, but both men arc plainly uneasy. 
Smith laughs to hide his fears. Merry sulks 
in the shadows. The report that either bad 
confessed is false. 

The bottoms of Merry’s feet are absolutely 
raw. He cannot wear shoes and can hardly 
hobble. A doctor was called to dress them 
this afternoon. He told a fellow prisoner 
tonight that if his feet healed in time he 
might try: jumping from a car window on 
the homeward trip. 


TALK BY CAPTAIN WHEELER. 


Says Merry and Smith Were Not Lo- 
cated in Green Street After 
Nov. 29. 


‘Merry and Smith are full of ‘ pipe’ when 
they say they were located in Green street, 
near Adams, after Nov. 29,” said Captain 
Wheeler last night. ‘‘ Every house, barn, 
and structure along Green street and ad- 
jacent alleys was searched daily by Des- 
plaines street police officers. When those 
men are seated in my office then we will get 
the truth, and not until then. I will find out 
every move that they made, and when the 
truth is learned it will be found that they 
were not in Green street. They were too 
well known in the neighborhood, and not a 
disreputable house in the locality would har- 
bor them for fear of the police. 

‘“‘T knew that the men had left the city, for 
I was told by’a brother-in-law of one of the 
men that he had given the men money to 
leave town. He parted with them at Van 
Buren and Canal streets and they told him 
that they were going South. I live in the 
vicinity of Adams and Green streets, and the 
fugitives have no doubt reasoned that they 


would irritate me by saying that they were |

. The resolutions close with the declaration: 


** Resolved, That it is the duty of all friends 
of the union soldiers to set the seal of con- 
demnation against such utterances as those 
emanating from alleged public teachers, and 
we ask the loyal public to frown upon all 
such disloyal bombast and repudiate both 
the speech and the speakers.”’ 

The big four-masted Warren line freighter 
Michigan ran on the rocks of Baker's Island 
off Salem last night and had an exceedingly 
narrow escape from destruction. A rising 
tide enabled it to float off and proceed to 
Boston. When it got in there was six feet 
of water in one of its forward compartments. 
A thick-headed British skipper lost his way, 
and two Marblehead fishermen had to pilot 
him out of danger. The Michigan and its 
cargo were worth nearl¥ $1,000,000. 

A ramshackle elevator in -the Sheldon 
Building on the water front fell three stories 
this morning. Init were twelve young vwom- 
en typewriters and bookkeepers, the ele- 
vator boy,and twomen. Their shrieks were 
heard for blocks, and a terrible disaster was 
feared. But the safety clutch checked the 
falling car, if it did not stop it, and the type- 
writers escaped with bruises, disarranged 
hair, and a bad fright. Had the car not 
stopped when it did it would have dropped 
into the water between the piling on which 
the building stands. 

The marriage of Miss Anna Anderson, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. John F. Anderson 
of Commonwealth avenue, and Reginald 
Bangs, a leading Boston lawyer, was sol- 
emnized at high noon today in Emanuel 
Church on Newbury street. The officiating 
clergyman was the rector of the church, the 
Rev. Leighton Parks. The attendance at the 
ceremony was both distinguished and 
brilliant. 

Tomorrow Governor Wolcott will send the 
first carrier of mail: through the new pneu- 
matic tube system which connects the Bos- 
ton Postoffice with the northern depots. It 
cost a pretty penny, and means good-by to 
the mail wagon drawn by horses in Boston. 


REIGN OF CRIME ON THE COAST. 


Murder of Mrs. Clute Causes a Panic 
Among the Women of San 
Francisco. 


San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 16.—The mystery 
attending the brutal murder of Mrs. Mary 
Clute in a Guerrero street flat last evening 
has apparently been solved by the arrest 
of a Russian known as Albert Hoff, but 
whose full name is Alber Frederick George 
Verenssenockkockoff. He had been empioyed 
by Mrs. Clute to assist her to move and 
renovate some mattresses and was known 
to have been at her house yesterday after- 
noon. Late in the afternoon the prisoner 
was positively identified by Mrs. L. A. Legg, 
who occupies the room directly under that 
in which the murder was committed, as the 
man whom she and her invalid father-in- 
law saw leaving the house after they had 
been alarmed by Mrs. Clute’s dying calls 
for help. Further incriminating evidence 
against the prisoner is furnished by the fact 
that he is left-handed and that his left hand 
is badly cut as though by the sharp fiange 
of the coupling pin with which the murder 
was committed, Hoff strenuously main- 
tains his innocence, however. 

Another mysterious murder Was commit- 
mitted at Temescal, an Oakland suburb. 
last night. Patrick Murphy, a street car 
employé, was shot through the heart at his 
door. He left the house to go to a store. 
Just as he reached the foot of the steps of 
his home a shot was heard and Murphy 
Staggered back into the house and fell dead 
in the presence of his family. There ‘s ab- 
solutely no clew to the murderer or his 
motive. , 

Something of a seusuiuvun was caused in 
this city today when Mrs. Irene Taylor be- 
gan suit for breach of promise against Al- 
bert W. Sisson, a member of the Sisson 
Manufacturing company, claiming $25,000 
damages. Sisson is prominent in business 
and social circles. Mrs. Taylor is a beautiful 
young woman who was divorced some 
months ago. She says Sisson asked her to 
marry him and several weeks after changed 
his mind. She surrendered $225 a month 
alimony when she became engaged to Sis- 
son and now she wants to be paid for this 
loss.

The 
Hawaiian trip was eminently sucessful. 

James Bryan, a jockey, who some time 
ago kilied Constable Cronan across the bay, 
has been found guilty of mansianghter.

GOLD FEVER AT CINCINNATI. 


Expedition Already Formed to Arrive 
at St. Michael’s Early in the 
Coming Spring. 


Cincinnati, 0., Dec. 16.—[Special.}— 
United States Mining end tenes oe 
pany haS been organized in this city. It 
consists of ten active members, each of 
whom subscribes $1,000, and as many con- 
tributing members as may be necessary to 
make up $5,000, who are to participate in 
profits in proportion to their subscriptions. 
The purpose is prospecting in gold, dealing 
in merchandise, and operating a sawmill in 
the Klondike region of Alaska. The plan 
is to build a boat at St. Michael's equipped 
with a centrifugal pump for dredging the 
river bottom for precious metal, and which 
will be provided with sluice boxes. The ®x- 
pedition will leave Cincinnati about March 
1 and expects to arrive at St. Michael's early 
in April.

FALLS DOWN THREE FLOORS. 


Accident on a Philadelphia Elevator 
Kills One Employe and Seriously 
Injures Another.

Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 16.—[Special. ]—The 
dropping of an elevator at the Collings Car- 
riage company’s manufactory on Front 
street, above Market, Camden, this morn- 
ing caused the death of William B. Sparks 
of 311 Wilson street, Camden, and serious, 
if not fatal, injuries to Patrick Connors, 2538" 
South Fifteenth street, Philadelphia. Both 
men were employed by E. R. Johnson, a 
manufacturer of electric motors, who occu- 
pies the third floor. They were preparing 
to make a shipment of motors to the first 
floor, when the wire operating the elevator 
failed to work, and the car crashed. to the 
bottom. Both men were unconscious when 
found, and were removed to Cooper Hospital, 
where Sparks died two hours later from a 
fractured skull. Connors is suffering from 
a contused spine.

SUBMARINE BOAT GIVEN A TEST. 


Craft Built at Baltimore Easily Han- 
dled and Perfectly Controlled 
While Under Water. 


Baltimore, Md., Dec. 16.—[Special.]—The 
lake submarine boat Argonaut was tested 
this afternoon in the Patapsco River and in 
every respect fulfilled the requirements 
outlined by the inventor. About half past 
1 o'clock the craft, which resembled in many 
respects a miniature monitor, began mov- 
ing from itsS moorings, traveling at a fair 
rate of speed. When it reached a given point 
it came to a full stop and then slowly sank 
to the bottom, only the two hollow masts, 
which resembled flag staffs, remaining above 
water. For nearly an hour the strange craft 
moved along the bottom, yielding readily 
to the helmsman. Then it came aga'n tothe 
surface and took on board another party. 

This time the experience was even more 
novel. Again it sank to the bottom, and 
after again showing off its powers of loco- 
motion, a diver prepared to ¢nake his way 
out. He walked into an air tight compart- 
ment, the door of which closed behind him, 
and then opening an outer door, marched 
into the water. So greaf was the pressure 
from within that although the door was 
open n@ water forced its way within. The 
diver after a time returned by the same 
route.

DEMOCRATS MEAN TO FIGHT.

Springfield, lll., Dec. 16. 

The chances are that the apportionment 
bill will make its appearance in the House 
next Tuesday, but this is by no means cer- 
tain. It will land there whenever Berry, 
* Megaphone " Lindley, and a few more of 
the administration men face the inevitable 


‘and realize the fact that they cannot hold it 


any longer. All the members of the House 
have been summoned to be here next Tues- 
day morning, Republicans and Democrats 
alike. 

There is little or no chance that the bill 
will ever be reopened. Selby of Sangamon 
told the alleged peacemakers this morning 
in a sharp, terse way that “the matter is 
closed and definitely settled; the bill will 
never be reopened.”’ 

The latest wrinkle in the situation is a 
funny one, and some of the Republican res- 
idents of the east side of the Eleventh"Ward 
will be interested to know that there is a 
proposition to throw them in with the Nine- 
teenth in order to give the Eighteenth more 
delegates than the Nineteenth in a conven- 
tion. ‘**‘ Johnnie’’ Morrison says he is will- 
ing that all the Eleventh Ward east of Ro- 
bey street should be thrown into Giade’s 
district, provided six precincts be taken from 
the Third Ward and given to Magerstadt, so 
as to produce peace and harmony. John M, 
Smyth is Glade’s friend and at the same time 
is trying tc help Magerstadt out. 

A howl is being made, too, that Fred 
Harding is to be saved in a district to be com- 
posed of McDonough, Warren, and Schuyler. 
The committee made the district Warren, 
McDonough, and Fulton, with a holdover 
Senator. The bite is right here: Warren, 
McDonough, and Schuyler would certainly 
land Judge Sherman in the Senate by Mc- 
Donough and Schuyler combining against 
Warren. So it will be.seen that Warren is 
out in the cold anywag, but there is_little 
chance of any change in the bill.

Eighteen members of the Democratic State 
Central committee met in person or by 
proxy here today pursuant to call. The 
meeting was a secret one, although quite a 
number of Democratic members of the 
General Assembly were invitedin. The pro- 
ceedings opened with a speech from Chair- 
man Orr, in which he frankly admitted that 
if the Republicans agreed among themselves 
the Democrats could not prevent them pass- 
ing an apportionment bill. He said the 
Democrats should stand solidly against it, 
and the committee would take it up after 
awhile and beat it In another way. He ad- 
vised the passage of revenue bills affording 
relief to the taxpayers, and he said the 
Democrats ought to get together and agree 
on a primary election bill. He did not be- 
lieve the Repulicans would indorse a Demo- 
cratic bill, but the fact that the Democrats 
were united on the proposition would have 
a good effect in the State. 

A committee was appointed consisting of 
James W. Orr, chairman; A. C. Bentley, 
secretary; E. C. Kramer, Thomas Gahan, 
and James G. Ricks to confer with the 
Democratic steering committees of the Sen- 
ate and House and prepare a revenue bill 
and a fair primary bill, providing the same 
be deemed advisable by such committee act- 
ing jointly. A resolution was adopted de- 
claring it to be the sense of the committee 
that revenue legislation should be a continu- 
ing special order in the House from Wednes- 
day, Dec. 22, and be considered from day to 
day to the exclusion of all other matters. 
Then the committee unanimously adopted a 
resolution as follows: 

Resolved, That the Democratic State Central 
committee renews its allegiance to the doctrine of 
local self-government and is therefore opposed to 
the partisan design of Governor Tanner for the 
enactment of legislation for the appointment of 
Police Commissioners by himself to control the 
police of the City of Chicago.

Senator Berry offered a motion which was 
adopted that it was the sense of the commit- 
tee that when .a revenue bill was decided 
upon it shall provide, among other things, 
that two columns be set aside in the assess- 
ment books, one to contain a fair cash value 
of the real and personal property at volun- 
tary sale and the other 20 per cent of this 
value as the standard of assessed valuation. 
At the suggestion of Senator Crawford an 
amendment to the motion was carried fixing 
the aggregate rate of taxation at 5 per cent 
on the assessed valuation, or 1 per cent on 
the full cash value, and also that if this rate 
of texation is exceeded in any county the 
County Clerk shall reduce it to 5 per cent, 
scaling down the other taxes and saving the 
State taxes. !

ORIGINAL OF “GEORGE HARRIS.” 


Former Slave Who Figures in “Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin ” Dies at Lexington, 
Ky., Aged 85. 


Lexington, Ky., Dec. 16.—[Special.]— 
Lewis George Clark, the famous muiatto 
whose sufferings as a slave caused Mrs. Har- 
riet Beecher Stowe to create the character 
of George Harris in “ Uncle Tom’s Cabin,” 
died this afternoon. , 

Clark was the son of a Scotchman, Danilei 
Clark, and was born in Madison County 
eighty-five years ago, the property of Sam- 
uel Campbell, who was the father of George’s 
mother, a pretty mulatto girl. George was 
well treated until Campbell died, when he 
was sold and fell into the hands of a slave 
driver, who treated him so cruelly that he 
ran away. He lectured throughout New 
England and the Northern §tates on the 
cruelty of African slavery in the South, and 
did much to stir the people up against it. 

He returned to Lexington several vears: 
ago. Eighteen months ago he became des- 
titute, and since then has been an object of 
charity.

Meetings Held in Each ef the Seven 
Districts in the City — Practical 
Agreement Reached on the Form of 
Argument and Demand to Be Pre- 
sented to the Board of Education— 
Central Gathering to Be Held To- 
morrow Afternoon. 


In pursuance of a plan decided 
Teachers’ federation, meitinge oC. pts 
teachers were held yesterday in the various 
#chool districts to consider petitioning the 
Board of Education for an increase of sal- 
smote Tha ets was practical agreement 

e followin 
io tals bee: g petition to be presented 

“We, the grade teachers of Chicago, re- 
spectfully ask your honorable body to con- 
sider the following statements: 

In the last twenty years every branch of 
the service has received a greater increase of 
Salaries than the teachers of grammar and 
primary grades. 

*“ During the last year you have removed 
the distinction between the salaries of prin- 
cipals of grammar and primary graces. 
Ww t ask, therefore, that you remove the dis- 
tinction Between the salaries of teachers of 
€rammar and primary grades, raising the 
Salaries of teachers of primary grades to the 
same figures received by teachers of gram- 
mar grades. 

“ Also, that you add an eighth, ninth, and 
tenth year to the schedule, making the tighth 
year salary $900, the ninth year $950, and the 
tenth year $1,000, these changes to take place 
January, 1898, or as soun thereafter as prac- 
ticable.’’ 

The meetings in the Third and Fourth Dis- 
tricts were held in the Marquette and Medill 
Schools. It was brought out that a cut in the 
wages of primary grade teachers was pend- 
ing last June, and the Teachers’ federation 
becoming cognizant of the fact circulated a 
petition at that time asking foraraise. This 
petition, it is claimed, was the instrument 
which prevented the proposed reduction. 

In the Sixth District the meeting was held 
at the Carter School. Miss Jennie O. John- 
60n stated it would be necessary to secure at 
least 3,000 names to the petition before the 
board would recognize their demands. 

The teachers in the Second District met at 
the Adams School, admitted several new 
members to the federation, and formulated 
a petition asking that the difference between 
superintendents’ and teachers’ salaries be 
lessened. 

Jesse Sherwood of the Board of Education 
was present at the meeting in the Fifth Dis- 
trict at the Graham School, and explained 
that the salary fund was entirely distinct 
trom the building fund, but he did not com- 
mit himself on the matter of increase in pay.

HARRISON TO BE AN AUTHOR. 


Mayor Contemplates Writing a Book 
Outlining the Duties of a 
Policeman. 


‘“‘ Duties of a Policeman ’”’ will be the title 
of a department text book Mayor Harrison 
is about to prepare. The thought came to 
him recently that there are a number of 
Ordinances which are dependent upon the 
police force to be made effective, but the 
policemen do not seem to know this fact. 
The Mayor concluded that he could im- 
prove matters by getting up a text book 
setting forth the duties of policemen with 
reference to many department ordinances 
which are generally disregarded. He began 
yesterday by sending a letter to the chicfs 
of several departments asking them for 
concise statements of instances in which the 
police can be utilized to increase the ef- 
ficiency of their bureaus. When these state- 
ments come in the Mayor will compile his 
book and get a copy of it in the hands of 
every policeman as soon as possible. One 
of the unobserved ordinances the Mayor has 
in mind and wants enforced prohibits the 
throwing of waste paper in the streets. 
Others have reference to the condition of 
sidewalks, sewers, street paving, and street 
lights.

Policemen with bad records will be barred 
from the protection of the civil service law 
and will not be permitted to take the exam!i- 
naticn beginning tomorrow which is to 
place the entire department on a merit basis.

Conservative Federation Men 
Are Outnumbered. 


FIGHT MADE ON GOMPERS 


Radicals Will Strive Hard to 
Overthrow Him. 


WANT CUBA RECOGNIZED. 


Nashville, Tenn., Dec. 16.—[Special.]—The 
American Federation of Labor may decide 
tomorrow to inaugurate an eight-hour move- 
ment beginning May 1, 1898, and affecting 
from three to five of the strongest trade or- 
ganizations in the country. 

The convention spent three hours in ex- 
ecutive session this afternoon and failed to 
reaeh a decision. A great majority of the 
speakers were in favor of radical action, but 
the conservatives succeeded in delaying the 
final decision until tomorrow, when another 
executive session will be held. The meet- 
ing today refused to indorse the conserva- 
tive policy recommended by the Special com- 
mittee, of which James Brenncck of Chica- 
g0 is chairman. No deciding vote was taken 
on the question, but the men in favor of ex- 
treme action have a majority as shown bya 
test vote which instructed the committee 
to bring in a report tomorrow. 

When Chairman Brennock read his report, 
which was a recommendation to refer the 
question to the Executive board and sug- 
gesting a delay of at least one year in put- 
ting the eight-hour work day into general 
effect, it was immediately attacked by sev- 
eral of the most influential men in the con- 
vention. Conservative leaders made an in- 
effectual attempt to swing the convention in 
favor of a delay of one year, but all stated 
they would abide by the decision of the ma- 
jority and enter the fight willingly if,the con- 
vention so decided. Delegate Elderkin of 
Chicago made a strong speech in favor of a 
general movement involving several of the 
strongest national and international unions 
which are affiliated with the . American 
Federation of Labor. He also advocated 
the creation of a defense fund by a per 
capita tax of $1 on the membership of all 
organizations affiliated with the American 
Federation of Labor. 


Those Who Shout Loudest. 


The conservative leaders say in reply that 
the men who have made the most noise in 
favoring the eight-hour movement are those 
whose organizations have already secured 
shorter hours and others who would not be 
greatly affected by the change. 

The special committee is at work tonight 
on the report, which it promises will be sat- 
isfactory to all, and the conservatives still 
maintain they will be able to delay action 
for at least a year. It may be that a com- 
promise will be effected by allowing the 
machinists to make the fight. 

One of the bitterest fights ever held in a 
convention of:the American Federation of 
Labor is expected when the election of cffi- 
cers is held. The opposition to President 
Gompers has grown rapidly during the last 
two days, and to such an extent that it is 
by no means certain that he will be re- 
elected, despite the fact that a strong com- 
bination has been formed to assist him. 


West Is Against Gompers. 


The trades unions west of the Mississippi 
are united in securing the defeat of Gompers. 
If their delegates fail to receive the recogni- 
tion they demand the middle West may 
secede from the federation in a body and 
organize under the name of the Western 
Federation of America. The officers of the 
American Federation of Labor are and have 
for the last few years been made up entirely 
of Eastern men. President Gompers and 
his friends are opposed to political action 
on the part of trades unions as such, and his 
views upon this subject have been time 
and time again reiterated, but many of the 
organizations believe that conditions have 
changed and that the time has come when 
the trades unionists must take a decided 
stand if they hope to better their conditions. 

Delegates Yarnell of Colorado and Miller 
of Cincinnati have introduced resolutions 
which will be reported tmorrow declaring 
in favor of the recognition of the Cuban 
insurgents. 

The hottest debate of the convention so 
far was occasioned over the introduction of 
resolutions touching the “ color line.’’ Harry 
Lloyd of Boston secured unanimous consent 
for the introduction of a resolution condemn- 
ing Booker T. Washington for a recent 
speech delivered in New York in which he 
declared that the progress of the colored 
race was retarded by reason of the growth 
of trades unionism in the South. Delegate 
Jones of Columbus, Ga., arose and attacked 
the proposition in flery language. He was 
supported by delegate Fahey of Nashville. 
President Gompers replied in a strong speech 
against the color line, and he was supported 
by hot speeches by nearly every member of 
the Executive board and other prominent 
delegates.

UNITE TO FIGHT YERKES. 


MEETING IN BRICKLAYERS’ HALL 
RESULTS IN AN ORGANIZATION, 


Chicago Home Rule Association Is 
Formed to Oppose the Metropolitan 
Police Bill—Committee of Twenty- 
one Picked to Further the Move- 
ment — Erroneous Announcement 
Causes Small Attendance—Pomeroy 
Denounces the Governor. 


—— 


Owing to a misunderstanding the antl- 
Yerkes meeting at Bricklayers’ Hall last 
night was graced with a small crowd. What 
it lacked in numbers, however, it made up 
in bitterness. A permanent orgariization 
was formed to fight the metropolitan police 
bill and the ‘power of Yerkes, which it was 
charged was behind it. 

Resolutions were adopted voicing their op- 
position to the bill and denouncing Yerkes. 
Most of those present at the meeting were 
well known in trades union circles and were 
& representative body as men, although not 
present as accredited delegates from their 
unions. The men of the Carpenter’s union, 
under whose auspices the meeting was 
called, and who were expected to make up 
the larger part of the audience, were not 
present, owing to a misunderstanding which 
caused the meeting to be announced for a 
week later. This other meeting will be held 
as announced. 

A committee of twenty-one was appointed, 
comprising men from most of the unions 
represented, to form and keep alive a per- 
manent organization, to be know as the 
Chicago Home Rule association, for the 
purpose of defeating the police bill. 


Text of the Resolutions. 


The resolutions which embody the senti- 
ments of the debate are: 

Resolved, That we recognize in the proposed met- 
ropolitan police bill a determined and well planned 
attempt to set up a tyranny over our citizens, op- 
posed to their interest and a direct infringement 
upon their rights. We will oppose with all our 
strength, moral and otherwise, any movement 
contrary to a government for the people. 

We recognize in the metropolitan police bill a 
subtle determination upon the part of the enemies 
of the masses to secure for the classes unwarrant- 
able power at public expense. We believe in home 
rule and organize for perpetuation. 

Resolved, That there be organized the Chicago 
Home Rule association, the purposes of which 
shall be the preservation of self-government for 
the citizens of our city and the extension of our 
charter gights, and in order to bfing this about 
that there be appointed by the chairman of this 
meeting a committee of twenty-one, non-partisan 
and non-fraternal in membership, and that said 
committee is hereby instructed to assume full 
charge of this movement; to request the codpera- 
tion of all similar committees, to draft resolutions, 
call further meetings, and in every respect act for 
our organization in accordance with the senti- 
ments of this meeting. 

Resolved, That all labor organizations and 
friendly societies be invited to appoint committees 
to act in conjunction with said committee of 
twenty-one, in order that the general and well 
pronounced opposition to the nefarious proposition 
of Yerkes, Bowen, et al., may be properly crystal- 
lized and used to the best effect. 


Committee of Twenty-one.

Paul Geary of the Iron Workers; William Jones, 
H. G. Hauck, McCormack, W. C. Pomeroy, Pat- 
terson of the Bricklayers; A. W. Simpson, W. F.

The principal speech of the evening was 
made by W. C. Pomeroy. He denounced 
Governor Tanner in unmeasured terms. He 
said that while he was a Republican and he 
had voted for him, he had never in any in- 
stance properly represented the people. He 
had been elected as the tail end of a ticket 
at the head of which wasa great statesman. 

Other speakers denounced Yerkes as the 
power behind the bill which was seeking to 
control the police force to be used as a tool 
to keep down the laboring class. The lan- 
guage used was pointed and vigorous. Gov- 
ernor Tanner, Mr. Yerkes, and Van Cleave 
all received their share of denunciation. 

R. B. Hall acted as chairman and Paul 
Geary as secretary. Another meeting will 
be held in the same hall on Sunday, to be 
followed by more next week.

The promoters of the scheme for a $25,- 
000,000 enamelware trust are encountering 
difficulties in effecting the final consolidation 
with which it is proposed to control the en- 
tire output in the United States. Another 
meeting was held yesterday at the Audi- 
torium Annex which was attended by repre- 
sentatives of the various plants engaged in 
the manufacture of enamelware in this coun- 
try with the exception of two firms, located 
at Brooklyn, N. Y., and Portland, Me., which 
are understood to be the stumbling blocks in 
the way of the merging of the enamelware 
interests. The outcome of the meeting left 
the situation practically unchanged, and 
another meeting will probably be held two 
weeks hence in New York.

THE President yesterday sent to the Sen- 
ate the nomination of Attorney General 
McKenna to be Associate Justice of the 
Supreme Court in the place of Justice Field. 
Phe retiring Justice was appointed from 
California, and it is proper that his suc- 
cessor should come from the Pacific coast. 
President McKinley’s nominee is an old 
~alifornian. He has served as a Congress- 
man from that State and as a United States 
Circuit Judge. When the President selected 
him as his Attorney General it was with the 
intention of putting him on the Supreme 
Court bench when there was a vacancy 
there. An unusually strong protest against 
Mr. McKenna’s appointment was sent to

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But the situation turned out to be quite 
felicitous, Mr. Eckels displayed unexpected 
ability from the start, and proved that he 
was the man forthe place. He was from tite 
beginning an uncompromising and intelli- 
gent advocate of the maintenance of the gold 
standard, and with voice and pen worked 
incessantly for honest money during the 
late campaign, In administering the affairs 
of his office he gave such good evidence that 
he was not a mere routine official, but pos- 
sessed business capacity of a high order, that 
the stockholders of a great Chicago bank 
have made him its President. He wen into 
office an obscure lawyer. He leaves it to be- 
come the head of an important financial in- 
stitution. In his case officeholding has been 
a blessing instead of a curse. 


SECRETARY GAGE’S BILL. 

Secretary Gage appeared before the Com- 
mittee on Banking and Currency of the 
House of Representatives yesterday and 
submitted to it his plan for currency reform 
in the shape of a bill. It is an exact copy 
of the recommendations made by him in his 
recent report. ; 

The Secretary Stated that he had four ob- 
jects in view in his bill—to commit the coun- 
try more thoroughly to the gold standard; 
to strengthen the Treasury in relation to its 
demand liabilities; to do this without con- 
tracting the volume of circulation; and, 
finally, “to take an initial step towards a 
system of bank note issues without the con- 
ditional deposit of public bonds as security 
therefor.” : 

The first three of these objects can be 
attained with much greater ease by the en- 
actment of a law substituting the word 
“gold” for “ coin” onthe greenbacks and 
bonds and authorizing the sale of bonds for 
gold when needed and the repurchase of 
bonds with redeemed greenbacks. 

Such a law would not tend to realize the 
fourth object the Secretary has in view— 
that of a bank note issue based on the assets 
of the bank, There is, however, no indica- 
tion that Congress or the people favor leg- 
islation which has that object in view. 

The Southern bankers. who have just 
held a convention at Atlanta are of the 
opinion that they should be allowed to 
issue notes against their assets—that is, 
against the property of their depositors. 
Those who remember tle value of such 
notes, when issued by Southern and other 
bankers before the wat, want no more of 
them. 

After the holidays the committee will pro- 
ceed to consider the Secretary’s bill and 
the President's plan. It may be that a ma- 
jority will agree to recommend the adoption 
of one or the otherofthem. But the House 
will not adopt any measure which is meant 
to serve ag the entering wedge tora bank 
hote currency, based on bank ussets, de- 
signed to replace the national paper money. 


THE UNION PARK SCHEME. 
Some of the West Side Aldermen are 


very anxious that Unton Park should no 
longer be used for park purposes, and that 
the heirs of the original owners of the land 
should be paid half a million for the rights 
they would possess if the land were no 
longer used as a park. 

These Aldermen claim that if the rever- 
sionary title of these heirs were extin- 
guished the city could cut ap the land into 
building lots, sell it, and make a profit of 
more than a million dollars. They declare 
that in view of the lack of money from 
which the city suffers that million would be 
a perfect godsend. 

These Aldermen, however, keep a part of 
their scheme hidden. If it were decided 
that Union Park should be a park no ionger 
they would insist that a patt of the land be 
used as a site for a new City Hall, letting 
the county have the exclusive use of the 
building on the Courthouse block. 

The removal of the headquarters of the 
municipal government to apoint nearly two 
miles west of the present location would 
incommode greatly nine-tenths of all Chi- 
cagoans who have to do business at the 
City Hall. They will protest vehemently 
against any change. 

There’ are some real estate owners on the 
West Side who think that by blotting out 
a park, erecting a City Hall, and spoiling a 
nice residence district they would create 
a demand for saloons, restaurants, ete., in- 
cluding quiet places where Aldermen could 
meet to make their boodle deals and receive 
money from go-betweens—in the vicinity of 
Union Park. 

Those property owners believe their lots 
and buildings would be more valuable when 
used for such purposes, and have promised 
some of the Aldermen that they shall not 
be forgotten if the scheme goes through. 
Those Aldermen are ready to go into any 
project which holds out to them the pros- 
pect of making some money. 

Union Park has been used for park pur- 
poses ever since the land was bought. Itis 
being used as a park now. Unless there is 
a change of use the heirs of the original 
owners have no claim on the city. There 
should be no money paid them in order that 
the park may be unparked and a City Hall 
erected there, to the great inconvenience of 
all but a small fraction of the people of 
Chicago. 
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THE PRIMARY ELECTIONS MEASURE. 
The primary clections bill which has just 


been sent down to Springfield differs in 
many respects from the bill which was sub« 
_Jnitted to the Legislature early in the year. 
The changes have beer made to pacify the 
politicians, who found the original bill al- 
together too rigid. ' 

That measure left the designation of the 
judges and clerks who are to serve at pri- 
mary elections entirely in the hands of the 
County Judge. The only restriction was 
that they must be chosen from the list of 
officers appointed to serve at regular elec- 
tions. Those judges and clerks are usually 
uppointed on the recommendation of the 
political organizations of the different 
wards. But the commissioners are not 
obliged to select those nominees. 
choose other men, so they belong to the 
proper party. 

So it might happen under the original bill 
that the County Judge would select men 
to act at primaries out of a list of election 
judges and clerks not one of whom had been 
recommended by the ward bosses. The 
possibility of that happening did not please 
the politicians at all. They want to have 
a finger in the primary pie. 

They raised the point that it was pro- 
posed to give too much power to the County 
Judge. As he appoints the commissioners, 
who select the election judges and clerks, 
he could, if he chose, pick out all the indi- 


of his own party or of the other party. 
Thus he would become a potent political 
boss. 

The bill in its present form guards the 
“rights” of the ward politicians. It pro- 
vides that the party managers—and not the 
Judge—shall select from the list of election 
officers men who have been appointed on 
their recommendation to act at the prima- 
ries. If there are not enough of such of- 
ficers then the party managers may select 
outsiders to make up the necessary number 


provided further that, under any circum- 


‘stances, the party managers may appoint. 


They can. 
wil 


viduals who were to act at the primaries 


of election judges and clerks. And it is 


| one of the three judges and one of the two 


clerks from persons whose names are not 
on the list of election judges and clerks. 

Thus it will be scen that the men who con- 
trol the machinery of a party will be able 
to designate as primary judges and clerks 
persons who are “ in harmony ”’ with them, 
and who will not do anything wkich will be 
adverse to their interests. - 

The men who “run the machine” select 
the primary officers now. So it is not to be 
expected that they will pick out any better 
men if this bill passes than they have been 
in the habit of choosing. Nevertheless, this 
bill is an improvement on the present sys- 
tem. 

It makes primaries compulsory. No par- 
ty can have its ticket put on the election 
ballot unless it has heid regular primaries, 
No primaries for a fall election can be held 
before April. That will make impossible 
the holding of “ snap ” county conventions 
in February. 

Voters and pvimary election officers who 
commit any fraudulent acts are liable to 
severe pains and penalties. The possibility 
of being detected and punished may make 
primary election judges and clerks disin- 
clined to cheat.. The fact that they are to 
be paid for their services may have a good 
effect on them. 

The bill provides that the act shall not 
be operative in any county until adopted 
by a vote of the people at an election called 
by a thousand voters. If the bill passes 
the yoters of this county will probably feel 
that the law will be worth more to them 
than what it will cost tc pay for the services 
of the primary election judges and clerks. 


HAWAII FOR AMERICA. 

Ex-Secretary of State John W. Foster, 
who, as a member of the Cabinet of Pres- 
ident Harrison, negotiated the first treaty 
for the annexation of the Hawaiian Islands 
five years ago, has sounded a timely warn- 
ing to those who are opposing the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty on that subject now pend- 
ing before the, Senate. Jeneral Foster's 
opinion on the subject is all the more 
worthy of consideration because he has vis- 
ited the islands within the last few years 
and is confessedly the most experienced 
diplomatist who has been identified with 
the public service for years, and is conse- 
quently better informed on the question at 
issue. 

In an interview at Washington a day or 


_two ago General Foster said: 


The opponents in Congress of Hawaiian an- 
nexation will not have disposed of the question 
by voting against and defeating this measure. 
They must decide what shall be the policy and 
conduct of the United States towards the islands 
for the future. Having refused the apptication 
of the island government for incorporation into 
our union, such an act necessarily carries with 
it the right of the former to determine its own 
political destiny uninfluenced by considerations 
affecting the United States. 

This is strictly logical and reasunable, and 
will be verified by history should the pend- 
ing treaty be rejected. In that act the Unit 
ed States Senate will simply take the re- 
sponsibility of hunding these rich and fruit- 
ful islands over to some other power, leaving 
them, by their importance and proximity 
to our western shores and their command- 
ing position in the Pacific, to become a con- 
stant menace to our prosperity, if not our 
peace, in the future. We cannot longer as- 
sume to play the “ dog-in-the-manger ”’ pol- 
icy of saying to the people of those islands 
that “you shall neither become a part of 
our territory, as you now desire to do, nor 
ally yourself with any foreign power for 
your own self-preservation.”’ ' 

As to the final fate of the islands, if re- 
jected ‘by the United States, General Foster 
is undoubtedly right in assuming that they 
will go into the hands of Great Britain 
rather than Japan. This is to be expected, 
because the influence of the English-speak- 
ing race has been predominant since civil- 
ization obtained a firm foothold in the is- 
lands. This, too, would afford the most 
certain and ready escape from those conse- 
quences which have been a chief reason for 
asking annexation to the United States— 
the rapidly increasing influence of Japan by 
way of immigration. 

The chief argument urged against annex- 
ation is based on the ground [1] of remote- 
ness of the islands, [2] the relative num- 
bers and undesirability of the native popu- 
lation, and [3] the assumption that the 
acquisition of insular territory is contrary 
to our political traditions and the spirit of 
our form of government, and, while ex- 
posing us to collision with other powers, will 
compel us to maintain:a strong naval force 
in the Pacific. 

As to the first of these propositions, the 
islands are in closer proximity to our shores 
than any other continental government, not 
even excepting Mexico. Our Alaskan pos- 
sessions already extend farther west—with 
the Aleutian Islands, going beyond the 
longitude of Hawaii by at least thirty de- 
grees. If the quality of the native popula- 
tion is to be regarded as a prime factor in 
settling questions of the acquisition of ter- 
ritory, then we should have been debarred 
from every advance we have made in that 
direction from the annexation of Louisiana 
down to our conquest of New Mexico and 
California and the purchase of Alaska. 
While the native population of Hawaii has 
made extraordinary advancement in civil- 
ization, and will adapt itself readily to the 
new order of things, statistics show that it 
is rapid!y decreasing in numbers and, at the 
present rate of diminution, will soon be 
outnumbered by the new races now taking 
possession of theislands. Finally, if we are 
to draw the line against insular territory, 
we should at once surrender Pearl Harbor, 
which was voluntarily tendered to us by 
Iiawaii many years ago and accepted. If 
it is too ¢ostly to maintain a navy in the 
Pacific, then we have no use for such a 
naval station, however desirable ctherwise, 
and in ease of trouble with any foreign 
power it would be practically as difficult to 
protect our right to this harbor as to the 
whole islands. In fact, absolute ownership 
of the islands would be a protection to the 
rights we already have there. Ht is the 
universal judgment of statesmen and ob- 
servers of the progress of nations—our own 
as well as others—that we must strengthen 
our navy in the Pacific if we would main- 
tain our rank as a first-class government in 
that quarter of the globe and be prepared 
to protect the interests of our Pacific coast 
States, independent of all questions regard- 
ing Hawaiian annexation. 

In view of such facts as these, it is evi- 
dent that the question of Hawaiian annex- 
ation must not only be settled finally at this 
time, but upon the manner in which it is 
settled will depend, prospectively at least, 
our commercial prosperity on the Pacific, if 
not the safety of our Pacific coast States, 
Shall we yoluntarily and without a protest 
surrender to England a group of islands 
which, added to the possessions it already 
holds in Australia and New Zealand, as 
well as in southeastern Asia, would give it 
complete control of the commerce of the 
Pacific? — 

These ate some of the questions which 
the members of the United States Senate, 
who now have this question before them, . 
are under obligations to take inito consider- 
ation in justice to the interests of the Amer- 
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ican people. It is not a party question, but 
one upon the proper determination of which 
depends our future welfare and prosperity 
as a nation, There have been opponents 
of every proposition for the annexation of 
territory from the days of Thomas Jeffer- 
son down; but who would now dare to ask 
that these acts be undone? On the con- 
trary, they have been invariably vindicated 
by subsequent events from a national point 
of view. And so will it be in the case of 
Hawaii, even more promptly and emphat- 
ically than in those which have preceded it. 
Only those who obstruct or defeat this 
measure of national prosperity and safety 
will have occasion to apologize for or excuse 
their course in the future.

THE HAVANA* OUTRAGE, 

A new chapter is being added to the his- 
tory of Spanish atrocities in Cuba by the 
series of attempts made upon the life of 
Consul General Lee at Havana within the 
last few days. The first of these consisted 
in the act of some one who left a bomb at 
the threshold of the American Consulate 
a week ago, but the job was so bunglingly 
done as to create the impression that it was 
merely intended as a threat or an exhibi- 
tion of spite without the purpose of doing 
actual harm. A second attempt—the leav- 
ing of an “infernal machine ” ot the same 
place two days ago—is of a more serious 
character, justifying the suspicion that 
there was a murderous design in the 
first, and that there is a purpose among 
the adherents of the Spanish cause, if pos- 
sible, to add a cowardly assassination to 
their other crimes. 

While there will be no disposition to as- 
sume that these attempts have been sug- 
gested or encouraged either by the govern- 
ment at Madrid or ita official representa- 
tives in Cuba, their occurrence ai this time, 
taken with the rumors of some hostile dem- 
onstration intended against Minister Wood- 
ford in Madrid, induces the belief that they 
are the direct result of the hatred towards 
everything American engendered by the 
intensely bitter agsaults upon the American 
people and their representatives indulged 
by the Spanish press, both at Madrid and 
Havana, since the appearance of President 
McKinley’s recent message. The concoct- 
ors and perpetrators of these crimes are led 
to believe that they are acting in accord- 
ance with the spirit of General Weyler’s 
policy while in command in Cuba, as well 
as in harmony with the sentiments to which 
he has given utterance so frequently since 
his return to Spain, and that they are, there- 
fore, serving their country with the same 
fidelity that he did. 

There is probably no other people laying 
claim to civilization among whom such ex- 
hibitions of savage malevolence could be of 
such frequent occurrence. Doubtless their 
authors imagine that they are vindicating 
the cause of the mother country, whereas 
they are only proving how little removed 
they are from savage barbarism, and there- 
by depriving the Spanish government in its 
present troubles of the sympathy of all 
civilized people.

THE ABSENTEES SHOULD RETURN. 

The Republican caucus held at Spring- 
field day before yesterday resolved that— 

It is the settee of this caucus that the special 
session do not adjourn sine die until the General 
Assembly shall have acted on the questions of reve- 
nue, Senatorial apportionment, and primary etec- 


tions. 
Judging by the order in which these sub- 


jects are mentioned, it is the wish of the 
caucus that the question of revenue legisla- 
tion shall be disposed of first. ‘That is ad- 
visable, for reasons which have already 
been given by Tue TRIBUNE. 

Resolutions were also adopted declaring 
that there shall be no sine die adjournment 
until the caucus so orders, after the sub- 
jects in the call have been dcted on; that no 
Republican member should absent bimself 
without the consent of the steering commit- 
tee, and that’ that conimittee require the 
attendance of all absent members not jater 
than Tuesday of next week. 

These last two resolutions are very neces- 
sary. So negligent have Republican mem- 
bets been in their attendance that this week 
the bill making an appropriation to defray 
expenses growing out of the litigation con- 
nected with the inheritance tax law failed 
to pass the House for lack of a Republican 
quorum. The Democrats refused to vote 
for the measure because they saw their 
votes were necessary. 

It was not expected that the Gencral As- 
sembly would do anything during the first 
week of the special session. But it ought to 
be able to settle down tv earnest work at the 
commencement of the third week and de- 
vote itself strictly to business. Otherwise 
there is no telling how long the session may 
be protracted. 

In view of the fact that some of the Re- 
pulican House members are sick and are 
unable to attend at this moment, those 
members who are about accepting federal 
positions should postpone doing so and re- 
turn to Springfield. It may be uccessary 
for those who have accepted federal] offices 
to resign them and take their seats in the 
Legislature. 

If thateis*not done the Republicans may 
be left without a quorum in the Llouse, and 
then to the great delight of the Democrats 
and the mortification of the Republicans 
the special session will be a fizzle. 


A MYSTERIOUS DISAPPEARANCE. 

A new and serious complication appears 
to have arisen in connection with the prepa- 
rations for the christening of the battleship 
Kentucky. The affair has already been the 
subject of a sharp controversy between the 
respective friends of two daughters of the 
Blue Grass State—one of them a Miss 
Richardson of Lexington, who claimed that 
she had been selected by ex-Secretary Her- 
bert, before the retirement of the latter, to 
perform the delicate service of breaking a 
bottle of Kentucky whisky upon the prew 
of the prospective “ monarch of the seas,” 
while the same honor was claimed in be- 
half of a daughter of Governor Bradley. 
The contest, which for a time raged hetly 
in the Kentucky press, was finally settled 
by the edict of Secretary of the Nayy Long 
awarding the honor to Miss Bradley. 

The trouble in its present shape grows out 
of the recent discovery that a bottle of 
forty-five-year-old whisky, contributed by 
a loyal son of Kentucky for the ceremony 
during the life of the late administration 
and intended to be used by Miss Richardson 
in the christening ceremonies, has disap- 
peared—in plain language, has been con- 
sumed. Ordinarily this might not be a sur- 
prising fact—at least in the City of Wash- 
ington—but in view of the venérable and 
sacred quality of the liquid and the im- 
portant service in which it was to be em- 
ployed, the affair assumes almost inter- 
national proportions. The question which 
appears to be agitating official circles ia 
Washington now is, Whio is responsible 
for the disappearance of the precious fiuid ? 
The names of all the members of the late 
Cabinet have been nmientioned in connec- 
tion with the matter, though it scems to 
be generally acknowledged that Secretary 
Herbert was its legally responsible custo- 
dian, while a responsibility 
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sibly an investigation by the Secretary of 


the Interior might determine the cause for 
the mysterious disappearance and fix the 
responsibility. 

A further question that may grow out 
of this affair is, Will this important ‘and 
absolutely indispensable ceremonial—at 
least so far as a vessel bearing the name 
of “ Kentucky ” is concerned-—-have to be 
abandoned, or will some other patriotic 
citizen of the Blue Grass State come f[or- 
ward with the necessary ingredient? If 
the former, of course it will be necessary 
to change the name of the war leviathan— 
but what shall it be? It would never do 
to have a vessel named Kentucky slide into 
the water without receiving its baptism 
from the traditional State liquid. It is 
hoped, however, that the affair may be 
arranged without any such international 
complications as a war between Nentucky 
and the general government. 


DINGLEY ADVISES CONGRESS. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has esti- 
mated that the expenditures of the govern- 
ment for the fiscal year ending June 380, 
1899, will exceed the receipts by about 21 
million dollars. Since he made that state- 
ment the House has passed the pension ap- 
propriation bill, carrying the amount al- 
lowed for in the Secretary’s estimate of ex- 
penditures. But the Commissioner of Pen- 
sions states that that amount will fall 
about 8 millions short of what will be need- 
ed. So Secretary Gage’s deficiency esti- 
mate was that much too small. 

But Chairman Dingley bids Congress- 
men not to be discouraged. He explains 
to them how the Secretary’s deficit can be 
converted into a surplus, if they see fit. He 
stated that— 

He violated no confidence in saying that 
neither the Secretary of War, nor the Secretary 
of the Treasury, nor the President, regarded as 
necessary or advisable the appropriation at this 
session of all or a major part of the estimate 
under the head of public works. To do that would 
be to increase the appropriations and expenditures 
some fifty millions over the expenditures of last 
year, whereas the normal rate of increase of ex- 
penditureS’ from year to year, owing to growth of 
population and so on, was only about eight millions. 

So all that Congress has to do to put an 
end to deficiencies is to refuse to pass a 
river and harbor bill at the present session. 
Congressmen must practice self-denial. 
They must refrain from making appropria- 
tions for public buildings and other public 
works in their districts. , 

This portion of Mr. Dingley’s speech was 
not applauded by anybody. Whether his 
advice will be taken remains to be seen. 
The Democrats are all in favor of heavy 
appropriations. They like to see Treasury 
deticits, which will embarrass the Repub- 
licans. The Democrats are all fora river 
and harbor bill at this session. So are 
some of the Republicans—enough, perhaps, 
to pass the bill. 

Then Chairman Dingley proceeded to ex- 
press the opinion which he said was shared 
by “ the more experienced and able officials 
of the Treasury” that “the receipts for 
each of the last four months of the current 
fiscal year would be at least equal to the 
expenditures of cach month, respectively.” 

Implicit faith cannot be put in the esti- 
mates of Treasury officials, even when they 
are “able and experienced ” men, A num- 
ber of estimates of revenue have been made 
since 1890 by Republicans and Democratie 
officials, and they have been shockingly out 
of the way—sometimes a hundred millions. 

It may be that the Treasury officials will 
be correct in their latest guess. But the 
effect of making such guesses public is to 
induce Congressmen to cast economy to the 
winds. They will declare “ We are as- 
sured the revenues are to increase greatiy. 
So let us go ahead and appropriate for 
everything. If there is a deficit next year 
there will not be one in 1900.” 

The only wise plan is to cut ddwn the ex- 
penses and make sure that the revenues are 
increased—not trust to luck that they will 
be. The present tariff law is Chairman 
Dingley’s child. He will not admit it has 
any faults. Other Republican Congress- 
men ought to be able to see that it does not 
produce revenue enough. 


THE Georgia Legislature is bent upon test- 
ing the constitutionality of the tax on State 
bank notes. The Senate has passed a bill 
to authorize State banks to issue their ob- 
ligations in prescribed form up to 50 per cent 
of their paid up capital, said obligations to 
be redeemable in silver bullion at its market 
value. It is provided that the Attorney 
General of Georgia shall defend any and all 
cases that may be brought against any 
bank which is attacked for exercising the 
privilege conferred by this act, and that all 
costs of such suits shall be paid by the State 
if the bank issues provided for are declared 
illegal. 

It is intimated the bill will pass the House 
and be approved by the Governor, though 
it is condemned by business-men all over the 
State. But suppose the Georgians succeed 
in carrying their point, in what condition will 
our American currency be thereafter? It 
will simply be tantamount to restoring the 
old nuisance of wildcat bank notes, among 
which none were more worthless than those 
of Georgia and Atlanta. If they carry out 
their iniquitous scheme there will be im- 
mediate litters of red dogs, blue pups, and 
wild cats in forty-four States. Such a pros- 
pect is worse than fiat scrip shinplasters. 

The project has always been a favorite one 
with the Democratic party. Whzy is it that 
that party for more than seventy years has 
been the persistent advocate of a rotten cur- 
rency? Can it be explained upon any other 
assumption than that the party itself is rot- 
ten at heart? Would it do so if it were not? 
The Democratic platform of 1892 had the 
following plank advocating the repeal of the 
prohibition tax on wildcat State bank notes: 
‘* We recommend that the prohibitory 10 per 
cent tax on State bank issues be repealed.’’ 
Elsewhere and at every time the Democrats 
have ranged themséives on the side of rot- 
ten currency. It is not surprising therefore 
that the Georgia Democrats have come out 
squarely for State bank notes, which, ac- 
cording to the spirit of the constitution, are 
clearly unconstitutional; and in the face of 
the fact that the business-men of the State 
recognize and protest against the danger 
confronting them.

Multitude of Currency Schemes Recom- 
mended to Congress—National 
Money Is the Best. 


President McKinley has recommended to 
Congress one currency scheme; Secretary 
Gage has recommended another; each of 
the seventeen members of the House Com- 
mittee on Banking and Currency has one, 
which he is urging the committee to adopt 
and report to the House: several mem- 
bers of the House Cammittee on Ways and 
Means are ready to bring on theirs as soon 
as they get a chance; a number of bills in- 
troduced by individuals in both Houses are 
already printed, and the amateur Monetary 
commission, appointed by the Indianapolis 
conference of last January, threatens soon 
to launch upon the public the result of its 
arduous labors. 

No sane person expects that any oi this 
multitude of schemes will be adopted by 
Congress, and it {ts doubtful whether any 
of them even comes before that body for 
debate. They will be useful, nevertheless, 
in bringing up the points of general agree- 
ment and disagreement on the subject, and 
thus they will clear the way to a conclusion 
that will satisfy the country. 

The point of general agreement thus far 
indicated is, that whether the nation’s 
paper money be issued by the government 
or by the banks, the government shall guar- 
antee the redemption of it in gold. It 
is acknowledged that notes resting solely 
upon the solvency of the banks respectively 
isstiing them will be unacceptable to the vast 
majority of our people. We have had too 
unpleasant an experience of a multifarious 
bank currency, of varying degrees of value, 
of varying appearance, and of uncertain re- 
deemability, to endure it again. The cur- 
rency we have now, being all issued by the 
government and redeemed by the govern- 
ment, passes from hand to hand without 
question, and with no other examination 
than that required to count it. The new 
currency, if we are to have any, must com- 
mand no less confidence. 

The question thus takes this shape: If 
the government is to guarantee the notes 
issued by the banks, take charge of: the 
gold fund for their redemption, and make 
its Subtreasuries their redeeming agencies, 
why should it not issue the notes itself in 
the first instance and avoid paying the banks 
millions of dollars every year for services 
which they do not render? The government 
has better and safer storage vaults for gold 
than the banks have, and the people put, 
with good reason, more faith in it than they 
put in the banks. In times of panic there 
would never be a run upon the Treasury as 
there would be upon the banks, because the 
government, since the resumption of specie 
payments, has never once suspended them, 
while the banks have several times suspend- 
ed payment in paper as well as in specie. 

Let us suppress all bank notes and fill 
their place with government notes, redeem- 
able on demand in gold and secured by a- 
redemption fund not liable’ to depletion for 
any other purpose.—New York Sun. 


Britain’s Costly New Harbor at Dover. 

While plans of harbor improvement are 
desultorily discussed in this country, it may 
be of interest to observe a single one of the 
works which Great Britain is seriously un- 
dertaking. This is nothing less than the 
creation of a large artificial harbor at Do- 
ver, a place where there is absolutely no 
natural encouragement for such an under- 
taking. It is an open coast, with no bay 
or inlet, and exposed to the full force of the 
by no means placid winds and waves of the 
channel. Long ago an admiralty pier’ was 
constructed there at great cost. For some 
years past a-‘commercial harbor has been in 
course of construction at the east side of this 
pier, including an area of seventy-five acres. 
That in itself is a great work. Butitis a 
mere trifie by the side of what the govern- 
ment has now decided upon. 

The new plan involves the extension of the 
old admiralty pier some 2,000 feet further 
into the channel, the building of another pier 
a mile and a haif further east and 3,320 feet 
long, and the connection of the seaward 
extremities of the two with a breakwater 
4,200 feet long. These will inclose an ad- 
miralty harbor with an area of 610 acres, 
315 acres being-at low water outside the 
five-fathom line. Thus at all times there will 
be ample room and safe anchorage for a 
score of the largest line of battleships at 
once, together with twice as many smaller 
craft. It will be probably the finest harbor 
of refuge and coaling station on the whole 
British coast. The pliers and breakwater 
will be constructed of solid masonry, carried 
Aown to the rock underlying the bed of the 
channel. Below the surface they will be 
made of enormous concrete blocks and above 
it of forty-ton granite blocks, all so keyed 
together as to render the whole structure 
practically monolithic. ’ 

Years of time and tens and perhaps scores 
of millions of dollars will be needed for the 
completion of this colossal enterprise. Yet 
it is decided and entered upon with far less 
hesitation than the United States displays 
over the deepenirg™of. some channel or the 
construction of a single dry dock. Itisa 
magnificent object lesson in the earnestness 
and businesslike methods of the British na- 
tion.—Ex. 


Greater New York's Dead. 


The living appear to be crowding the dead 
in the Greater New York, and yet it is es- 
timated that the dead outnumber the living. 
The population of the Greater New York is 
over 3,000,000, but the dead in the various 
cemeteries are estimated in round numbers 
at 4,000,000. There are in all about fifty 
places of burial within the limits of the en- 
larged city. The deaths in 1896 in New York 
Brooklyn, Long Island City, and Flushing 
numbered 67,781, as follows:

Brooklyn has already felt the suauieee 
for cemetery lands. The old Union Ceme- 
tery. in which 25,000 bodies were interred 
was closed a few days ago. Those bodies 
in it are to be removed to Cedar Grove, near 
Flushing, excepting in the cases where rela- 
tives choose to have them removed else- 
where. The trustees of the Washington 
Cemetery, on Ocean Parkway, Brooklyn, a 
few days ago asked the Common Council 
for leave to extend their grounds southward 
1,000 feet, pleading that the 22,500 interments 
made there annually were rapidly filling the 
available space. The Flatbush, or Holy 
Cross Cemetery, has almost reached the 
limit, the interments there numbering about 
229, 000. 

It is believed that Calvary Cemetery will 
not be able to hold many more bodies. The 
interments there have passed the 600,000 
mark. They number over 16,000 a year. 
Over 5,000 bodies are received at Greenwood 
annually, 1,800 at Cypress Hills, 5,200 at 
Evergreens, and 7,418 at Lutheran Ceme- 
tery. The silent population of Potter's Field, 
the burial place of the city’s pauper dead, is 
nearly 190,000. During the year ending Oct. 
15, 1896, 4,207 paupers were buried there. 
During the same period Brooklyn buried 870 
paupers in her Potter’s Field in Flatbush.—

“Third—To do this in such a way as not to 
eotract the volume of circulation in the 
hands of the people. 

“Fourth—To take an Initial step toward a 
system of bank note issues without the con- 
ditional deposit of public bonds as security 
therefor. If we prosper as a people the reve- 
puesof thegovernment ought to be somewhat 
inadvance of its expenditures and the public 
det of the United States gradually reduced 
and finally extinguished. Looking at the 
question widely, from my best point of 
nowledge and experience, I feel that if 
these could be secured the condition of the 
gwernment, in its relation to the currency, 
would be much safer and stronger than now, 
and that through the operation of national 
bank note currency the commercial and in- 
dustrial interests of the United States would 
be greatly advantaged.”

Deposit Kept on Hand. 


Section 8. That each national banking associa- 
tion shall deposit and maintain in the Treasury 
of the United States a sum of lawful money equal 
to 10 per centum of its aggregate circulation, 
said sum to be in lieu of the 5 per centum redemp- 
tion fund now required by section 3 of the act 
approved June 20, 1874, to be maintained and to 
be subject to all the provisions of existing law 
respecting said redemption fund not inconsistent 
with the provisions of this act: and in considera- 
tion of the deposits of bonds, United States notes, 
Treasury notes of 1890, and silver certificates and 
the tax of 2 per centum on the unsecured circulat- 
ing notes of national banking associations and 
of the deposit of lawful money provided in this 
section, the faith of the United States is hereby 
pledged to the redemption in lawful money of 
the United States of all the circulating notes of 
said national banking associations. 

Section 9. That the Controller of the Currency 
shall not issue to any national banking associa- 
tion, on and after the date when this act shall 
take effect, any of the circulating notes of such 
association of less denomination than $10; and 
whenever any circulating notes of less denomina- 
tion than $10 shall be redeemed or received into 
the Treasury of the United States they shall be 
canceled and destroyed, and other notes of lawful 
denominations shall be issued tn their place. 

Section 10. That on and after the date when 
this act shall take effect the circulating notes of 
the national banking associations shall be re- 
deemed ai the office of the United States Assistant 
Treasurer, in the City of New York, and at such 
other Subtreasury offices 4s may be designated 
by the Controller of the Currency with the ap- 
proval of the Secretary of the Treasury. And the 
circulating notes of which national banking asso-: 
ciations so redeemed shall be charged to the 10 
per centum redemption fund of such associations 
under such regulations as may be prescribed by 
the Controller of the Currency with the approval 
of the Secretary of the Treasury. 


Tax Provided for Banks. 


Section 11. That in lieu of all existing taxes 
every national banking association issuing notes 
shall pay to the Treasurer of.the United States in 
the months of January and July of each yeara 
tax of one-fourth of 1 per cent for each half year 
upon the average amount of its notes in circula- 
tion; provided, however, that during all the period 
of time intervening between the deposit of United 
States notes, Treasury notes, and silver certifi- 
cates, and the substitution of bonds by the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, as in this act provided, 
the circulating notes specifically issued therefer 
and secured by said United States notes, Treasury 
notes, or silver certificates, shall be exempt from 
taxation under the provisions of this act. 

Section 12. Section 5138 of the Revised Statutes 
sha'l be amended to rea’ as follows: 

**No association shall be orsanized with a less 
capital than $190,000, except that banks with a 
capital of not less than $50,000 may, with the ap- 
proval of the Secretary of the Treasury, be or- 
ganized in any place the population of which dres 
not exceed 6,000 inhabitants, and except that 
banks with a capital stock of no- !ess tha: $25,000 
may, with the approval of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, be organized in any place the p»pulation 
of which does not exceed 2.000 inhabitants. No 
association shall be organized ina city, the p»pula- 
tion of which exceeds 50,000 persons, with a less 
capital than $200, 0vU0. ‘ 


Section Two Closely Discussed. 


A wide range of discussion occurred on sec- 
tion 2 of the Secretary’s bill. In answer to 
inquiries he said its general purpose was 
the same as that set forth by the President. 

Mr. Gage said the only purpose of the bond 
section was to refund outstanding bonds 
for low interest bonds payablein gold. This 
would not reduce the gross amount of the 
debt, but it would make a saving on interest 
which the Secretary roughly calculated at 
$10,000,000 annually. At present the gov- 
ernment paid high rates on some of its bond 
issues. He thought it possible that these 
could be taken up in time ata rate of interest 
even below 2 per cent, but this proposed 
21% per cent rate was at least a step toward 
reducing the interest charge. 

Mr. Gage said he had excluded from his 
refunding plan the bonds issued in 1895, al- 
though in his recommendation to Congress 
these bonds were erroneously included. He 
said he preferred to let these bonds alone, as 
a question had been raised at the time of 
their issue as to their payment in gold, and 
he did not wish to enter upon that question. 
The bill would exclude. all the bonds issued 
under the Cleveland administration, 

Mr. Gage explained in detail the plan of 
issuing national bank notes for United 
States notes, Treasury notes, and silver cer- 
tificates, and the covering of the latter de- 
mand notes for refunding bonds. He said 
the purpose of this was to accumulate $200, - 
go0,000 of the demand obligations, placing 
them aside where they would relieve tothat 
extent the demands on the Treasury. It was 
essential, he felt, that these demand obliga- 
tions should be materially reduced. At the 
same time he did not consider it safe to 
contract the currency by $200,000,000 at one 
stroke, and for that reason he had provided 
for issues of national bank notes to fill the 


vacuum. 

Mr. Brosius asked how parity of the metals 
could be maintained if demand obligations 
were withdrawn from circulation and ac- 
cumulated in the Tweasury. Mr. Gage said 
there would be ample demand notes out- 
standing beyond the $200,000,000. 

Mr. Brosius asserted that the banks would 
be called upon to maintain the parity and 
that if they were unable to do so the country 
would at once be forced to a silver basis. 

Mr. Gage smilingly remarked that he did 
not see the situation in that light. He ap- 
prehended no such emergencies. 

Mr. Gage intimated in response to in- 
quiries from Mr. Prince that there were 
$30,000,000 of demand obligations outstand- 
ing. ‘Technically the entire $930,000,000 was 
subject to demand at any time and must be 
met with gold if this was required. But it 
was a practical impossibility, he urged, that 
all these obligations should be presented at 
any one time, or even & small percentage of 


them.

MEALS CAUSE A SPAT 


Congress Waxes Warm Over 
Bering Sea Question. 


HITT DEFENDS THE BILL. 


North Dakota Wants the Whole 
Herd Slaughtered. 


MEASURE PASSED AT LAST. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 16.—The House 
today passed a bill appropriating $175,000 
for the relief of the people who are in the 
Yukon River country, and also the Dill 
passed by the Senate yesterday to prohibit 
pelagic sealing by American citizens. 

Mr. Hitt [Rep., Ill.], chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs, secured unani- 
mous consent for the consideration of the bill 
passed by the Senate yesterday to prohibit 
pelagic sealing by citizens of the United 
States. He explained its scope and purposes 
and the necessity for its enactment in view. 
of the pending negotiations with Great 
Britain. Mr. Hopkins [{Rep., Ill.] thought 
that a time limit should be placed on the 
operation of the act so that in case the nego- 
tiations should collapse our citizens would 
not be at a disadvantage. 

Mr. Hitt said our government did not ad- 
mit that pelagic sealing was a right; it was 
a barbarity. We were pressing upon Great 
Britain a negotiation for the protection of 
the seals that three governments had al- 
ready agreed to. If we were sincere we 
should pass this measure. 

Mr. Johnson [Rep., N. D.] made a vigorous 
speech of an hour in opposition -to the bill. 
He argued that the effect of this bill and 
the negotiations now being conducted would 
be the bolstering up of two great British 
industries, one in the Bering Sea and the 
other in London. The present herd was not 
worth protecting. The purpose was to build 
up a new herd. He declared that Canada 
would only be willing to join with us in pro- 
hibiting pelagic sealing on conditon that we 
should allow her to write our tariff laws. 


Sneers at John W. Foster. 


Mr. Johnson said we had been humiliated 
and shamed by the complete surrender of 
our rights and honor at the Paris tribunal. 
He was particularly sarcastic in his refer- 
ences to John W. Foster, whom he termed 
**the great surrenderer.’’ So great was his 
reputation in this line, he said, that China 
had paid him $100,000 for surrendering to 
Japan. He created much amusement by 
enumerating some of the expenses of the 
Paris tribunal and said he did not marvel 
that the experts who had already made so 
much out of the government should desire 
to keep up an agitation which permitted 
them to draw big salaries and rove over the 


world at the expense of the government. 4 


Mr. Johnson, as another phase of the ques- 
tion, described the destruction of the food 
fish by the seals. The recent increase inthe 
catch at the fisheries on the Pacilic coast 
and Alaska he attributed to the diminution 
of the seal herd. If these wolves of the sea 
had been completely exterminated, he said, 
we would not be sending relief to the miners 
in Alaska. Each seal required ten pounds 
of fish a day. The coast of Alaska would 
become the greatest cod fishery in the world 
if these enemies of the fish were destroyed. 

Mr.. Hepburn [Rep., Ia.] expressed the 
opinion that we had the power at any time 
to compel Canada to edjust this whole ques- 
tion as to the seals. Pelagic sealing was not 
worth more than $250,000 per annum. The 
bonding privilege granted to Canadian roads 
over which we had absolute control was 
worth twenty times as much to Canada as 
the right of pelagic sealing. He advocated 
retaliation as the weapon to be used to bring 
Canada to terms, and said he could not 
understand why it had not already been em- 
ployed. 


Loud Asks for Delay. 


Mr. Loud [Rep.,'Cal.}, in opposition to the 
bill, argued that if our citizens were to be 
bound it was advisable that they should 
be bound jointly with the subjects of 
Great Britain. A treaty would bind the 
citizens of both countries alike.’ Why not 
await the outcome of the pending negotia- 
tions. 

Mr. Hitt, chairman of the Foreign Affairs 
committee, answered some of the criticisms 
which had been advanced. The admitted 
evil of the present system, he said, was 
pelagic sealing, which evil resulted in the 
killing of 30,000 seals annually. And yet 
the gentleman from North Dakota [John- 
son] proposed to meet this evil of a partial 
slaughter by an absolute slaughter of the 
entire seal herd. Was this a humane propo- 
sition from a government which was urging 
humanity on other nations? Mr. Hitt re- 
ferred to the barbarity of the practice of 
killing the defenseless seal pups. This 
brought a query from Mr. Livingston 
[Dem., Ga.]. 

‘As chairman of the Foreign Affairs com- 
mittee you have in your possession a reso- 
lution respecting the poor and defenseless 
people of Cuba. (What do you intend doing 
about that? Are not the Cubans as much 
entitled to your care as the seal pups? ”’ 

Mr. Hitt turned the question by saying it 
was not asked with a view to getting a 
serious answer. 

After further debate the bill was passed, 
yeas 148, nays 78.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 16.—Mr. Wolcott 
of Colorado, chairman of the commission 
appointed by President McKinley to secure, 
if possible, the codperation of foreign coun- 
tries in an international conference upon the 
silver question, \said in the Senate today 
that the commission had not yet made a re- 
port to the President, and it was uncertain 
when a report would he made. Negotiations 
for a bimetallic conference, he said, are still 
pending, but Mr. Wolcott assured the Sen- 
ate that the commission had no intention of 
prolonging its effort beyond the point where 
reasonable hope of success should exist. 
Mr. Wolcott promised to explain fully the 
work of the commission in a speech to be 
delivered after the holiday recess. 

Mr. Hawley of the Military Affairs com- 
miitee «reported the resolution of Mr. Mc- 
Bride for the relief of American miners and 
other sufferers in the Yukon Valley, Alaska. 
The committee struck out all but the enact- 
ing clause, and amended the resolution by 
appropriating $250,000, which is to be used 
by the Secretary of War for the purchase of 
subsistence and supplies and for their 
transportation and distribution. 

Mr. Hawley asked for immediate consid- 
eration of the resolution, and it was then 
adopted. 


Allen’s Resolution Taken Up. 


Mr. Allen’s resolution calling upon the 
President for information about the instruc- 
tions given to the International Monetary 
commission and the report made to him by 
the commission then came up. . 

Mr. Wolcott, chairman of the commission, 
said that the commission had not made a re- 
port to the President. The English govern- 
ment, he added, has published a résumé of 
the proceedings of the commission in Great 
Britain. That document will soon be here, 
and as it covers the subject fully it will be 
valuable to Senators andeto others. 

** I hope soon,"’ said Mm Wolcott, “ to make 
a statement concerning the work of the Mon- 
etary commission. Quite naturally, the 
statement I shall make will be unofficial, 
but it will contain some information that 
may be of interest and value to the Senate.

—Charles G. Dawes Appointed to 
Succeed Eckels. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 16.—The Presi- 
dent today sent the following nominations to 
the Senate: 

Justice—Joseph McKenna of California to 
be Associate’ Justice of the Supreme Court 
of the United States. 

Treasury—Charles G. Dawes of Illinois to 
be Controller of the Currency. 

Interior—John W. Nesbit of Pennsylvania 
to be Pension Agent at Pittsburg. 

Court of Private Land Claims—Joseph R. 
Reed of Iowa to be Chief Justice; Willlam 
W. Murray cf Tennessee, Thomas C. Fuller 
of North Carolina, Henry C. Sluss of Kan- 
sas, and Wilbur F. Stone of Colorado to be 
Associate Justices; reappointments, thelr 
terms expiring Dec. 31, 1897. 

Lewis Mills, Attorney of the United States 
for the Southern District of lowa; Robert V. 
Cogier, Attorney of the United States for 
the District of Idaho; Henry C. Dockery, 
Marshal of the United States for the East- 
ern District of North Carolina. 

The President also sent in a large number 
of appointments which were made during 
the recess of the Senate and which have 
heretofore been announced. 


MERCHANTS FAVOR POOLING. 


National Board of Trade Indorses the 
Idea by a Two-Thirds Vote of 
Those Present. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 16.—At today’s 
Session of the National Board of Trade Mr. 
Elliot of Philadelphia read a paper in favor 
of the establishment of a permanent tariff 
commission. A resolution urging upon Con- 
gress the creation of such a commission was 
adopted. 

Mr. Eckhart of Chicago, on behalf of his 
committee, presented a report intended to 
correct the evils of the sale of mixed flour. 
The report favored the adoption of such leg- 
islation as will define the manufacture, sale, 
importation, and exportation of mixed flour. 
The report was adopted. 

Mr. Thurber of New York presented a re- 
port upon railroad transportation and kin- 
dred subjects, which contained the follow- 
ing resolution: 

“That the National Board of Trade 
earnestly advocates legislation by Congress 
to amend the interstate commerce law so 
as to permit pooling by railroads under the 
supervision and control of the Interstate 
Commerce commission, to the end that un- 
just discriminations may be prevented and 
reasonable, uniform, and stable rates be es- 
tablished.”’ 

A minority report on this resolution was 
presented by Mr. Valandingham of St. Louis 
on behalf of four members of the committee 
strongly opposing the pooling proposition. 
The resolution precipitated a discussion 
which lasted an hour or more under the 
ten-minute rule, Mr. Valandingham and 
others from the West taking strong grounds 
against it. , 

The advocates of the pooling proposition 
were practically unanimous in favor of it 
only when placed under absolute control of 
the Interstate Commerce commission, which 
should have absolute power to revise and 
eorrect excessive rates or other evils that 
might come to its attention. It was also de- 
veloped that the members of the board al- 
most without exception were agreed that the 
present arrangement is altogether unsatis- 
factory. and the interstate commerce act 
should be amended in important particulars 
The resolution favoring pooling as submitted 
by Mr. Thurbér of New York was finally 
adopted by a two-thirds vote. The remain- 
ing resolutions of Mr. Thurber’s were also 
adopted as follows: 

‘That as a step towards justice in trans- 
portation rates greater uniformity in the 
classification of freight is necessary, and 
should the railroad companies fail to formu- 
late and put into effect a uniform classifi- 
cation of freight within a reasonable time 
that the Interstate Commerce commission 
should be empowered to formulate and make 
effective such a classification. 

‘‘That the National Board of Trade dep- 
recate all movements looking to .the gov- 
ernment ownership of railway lines, but 
advocates a wise, firm, and continuous 
supervision over the operation and manage- 
ment of these great agencies in all matters 
affecting their relations with the public in 
the conduct of interstate commerce. 

“That the National Board of Trade re- 
affirms its approval of the bill known as the 
anti-scalper bill, now pending in Congress, 
designed to protect both travelers and car- 
riers against fraudulent and irregular prac- 
tices in passenger traffic. 

‘ That as the decisions of the United States 
Supreme Court have so weakened the power 
of the Interstate Commerce commission to 
perform the duties originally outlined for it. 

‘That we petition Congress to so amend 
the interstate commerce law as to clothe the 
commission with power to carry out the orig- 
inal intentions of the act.”

The caucus action 
will be allowed to stand as showing the 
policy of the minority.

Committee on Immigration today decided to 
make a favorable report on the educational 
test bill. This requires all immigrants on 
reaching here to be able to read or write the 
English or some other language.

PRINCE OF WALES’ WELBECK ABBEY 
VISIT CAUSES GOSSIP. 


‘Attitude of the Host, the Duke of Port- 
land, Toward Lady Brooke—Prince 
Has Always Borne the Duke a 
Grudge Since the HKxposure of the 
Baccarat Cheating at Tranby Croft 
-—Former Trouble Seems to Have 
Been Overlooked at Last. 


London, Dec. 14.—[Exclusive Cadlegram 
to St. Louis Globe-Democrat.]—If the de- 
parture of the Prince and Princess of Wales 
and their children for Welbeck Abbey, 
where they are to stay as the guests of the 
Duke and Duchess. of Portland until the 
end of the week, attracts more attention 
on the part of the public than is usually 
accorded to royal visits of this kind, it is 
because of the bad blood which has been 
shown on several occasions between ‘“‘ Jum- 
bo,” as the young Duke is named, and his 
future sovercign, the most sensational of 
all their quarrels having taken piace in con- 
nection with the beautiful Countess of 
Warwick, formerly Lady Brooke. 

Indeed, had it not been for the attitude of 
the Duke of Portland toward that lady, the 
unsavory baccarat scandal, which did such 
incalculable harm _to the prestige and repu- 
tation of the Prince, never wouid have 
taken place. For the Prince, having prom- 
ised that year to stay at. Welbeck Abbey for 
the Doncaster races, sent as usual the hist 
of men and women whom he wished to be 
asked to meet him to the Duke of Vortland. 
The latter, finding that the Prince had in- 
cluded the name of Lady Brooke ii the list, 
immediately intimated to his future King 
that under no circumstances could either 
the Duchess or himself consent to receive 
Lady Brooke at Welbeck. Greatly irritated, 
the Prince at once informed the Duke that 
under the circumstances he would not come 
to Welbeck himself, and that his visit must 
be considered as “ off.’’ Hearing this, Mrs. 
Wilson of Tranby Croft at once sent to the 
- Prince to assure him that she would only 
be too delighted to receive Lady Brooke and 
any other guests he might like to bring, and 
that hér country seat atTranby Croft was 
every bit as convenient for the races as 
Welbeck. Accordingly the Prince went to 
Tranby Croft, Lady Brooke being prevented 
at the last minute from accompaiiying him 
by the sudden death of her father. 

It was during that visit at Tranby Croft 
that one of the Prince’s party, Sir William 
' Gordon Cumming, was charged by mem- 
bers of the Wilson family with cheating at 
cards, the scandal eventually finding its 
way into the courts here, with tne result 
that the Prince was called upon to take his 
place in the witness box and to give evi- 
dence against his life-long friend, as well 
as to admit that he was in the habit of 
traveling about the country with a com- 
plete baccarat layout among his baggage, 
as if he had been a professional gam- 

ler. 


The Prince has always borne a grudge* 


to the Duke on this account, while it is 
equally certain that the Queen and the 
Princess of Wales have each of them been 
grateful to the Duke and Duchess of Port- 
jJand for having had the courage and inde- 
pendence to make a stand against the 
Prince’s persistent patronage of the fair 
Countess, who is the object of the particu- 
lar detestation of the Princess and of her 
daughters. 

Then, too, the #Duke alone of the younger 
generation of peers has persistently refused 
either to accept the advice or to follow the 
lead of his future King in matters con- 
nected with his personal behavior and so- 
cial conduct, and induced his tall and state- 
ly young Duchess to start in conjunction

- with impunity. Nothing that the Prince 
can Go or say can possibly increase or di- 
minish the influence which the Duke exer- 
cises in political, as well as in social mat- 
ters.

Aaining the Prince and Princess, are the 
underground apartments built by the late 
Duke of Portland, who was afflicted with

Hearing this, one of 
his pages of the name of Bentinck, the pen- 
niless scion of an unimportant family of the 
Dutch nobility, clasped the King in his 
arms, and saved him from death in the 
manner indicated by the physicians. The 
page subsequently was laid low by the same 
malady, which cost him the sight of an eye 
and all his good looks. 

But the King never forgot this signal 
proof of devotion and loyalty. The page be- 
came mot only favorite, but likewise his 
most trusted confidant, and he conferred 
upon him, not only the British Dukedom of 
Portiand, but likewise great grants of land, 
besides numerous honors and dignities. To- 
Gay the Duke of Portland, the sixth of the 
line, who, up to the time of his accession 
to the title, was a penniless and untiiled 
subaitern in the army, is one of the great 
ground landlords of the British metropolis, 
whose wealth from that source alone is in- 
creasing by leaps and bounds almast daily.

Denounces Grosvenor for Betray- 
ing His Trust. 


MR. ELA TALKS OF CHICAGO. 


Believes the Merit Law Will Hold in 
ae Illinois. 


PROGRESS THAT IS ALREADY MADE 


Cincinnati, O., Dec. 16.—The sixteenth an- 
nual meeting of the National Civil service 
Reform league began a session of two days 
here today, with Carl Schurz presiding. The 
forenoon session was devoted to a joint 
meeting of the General and of the Execu- 
tive committees with closed doors. 

At the afternoon session Secretary George 
McAneny verbally sumitted his annual re- 
port, showing that President McKiney had 
consistently observed the civil service law, 
but that a determined assault was being 
made against civil service laws in Congress. 
The secretary reported that many Repub- 
licans in Congress wanted to force the Pres- 
ident to disregard civil service rules or de- 
prive him of his power. A letter had been 
addressed to Congressman Grosvenor an- 
swering the charges which he had recently 
made. The secretary recommended the ex- 
tension of the civil service rules to the Con- 
gressional Library and the Census bureau. 
The fourth-class postmasters will probably 
be reached by consolidation with other postal 
affairs. Under the secret cxaminatiuns the 
present administration had changed 61 per 
cent of the consular system. 

Referring to the work by States the secre- 
tary said it was the general opinion that 
“the Black civil service law ’”’ in New York 
would be repealed, as it was considered a 
failure in operation. 

John W. Ela of Chicago reviewed the 
administrations of Mayors Swift and Harri- 
son. The real test of the Illinois civil service 
law comes now under Mayor Harrison, 
Owing to technical points against the ap- 
pointees of Mayor Swift, changes ar- being 
made rapidly. The commissions of boards 
of Mayor Harrison are not favorable to the 
‘law, but Mayor Harrison has pledged him- 
self to its support. There are cases now 
pending to test the Illinois civil service iaw 
in the courts and it is generally believed that 
its constitutionality will be sustained. When 
the law passes the test of the Supreme Court 
it is believed that it will be enforced, and 
that municipal civil service reform will be 
in force in Chicago. 


Address of Carl Schurz. 


During the evening Carl Schurz delivered 
an address, in which he said: 

Mr. Schurz began by recaliing his early 
apprehension that the advocates of the spoils 
a#ystem would not cease their efforts to de- 
feat civil service, and said: 

“The American people have hardly ever 
~ beheld a rush for the spoils of office more 
tumultuous than that which followed Pres- 
ident McKinley’s accession to power. Nor 
have we ever heard a more furious, and, I 
may add, a more disgraceful, clamor from 
party men for the breach of party faith 
than that of Republican politicians demand- 
ing the repeal, or at least the disembowel- 
ment, of the civil service law by a President 
and a majority in Congress solemnly pledged 
to its maintenance and extension.”’ 

Mr. Schurz quoted the civil service plank 
of the last Republican national platform 
-@nd ‘President McKinley’s promise, in his 
_ setter of acceptance, to uphold it.

by favor—that is, to the invasion of spoils 
politics. 

“It is worth while to contemplate that 
scene. There stood the President of this 
great republic with the solemn vow honest- 
ly and thoroughly to enforce the civil service 

law and, wherever practicable, to extend it 
-—with that vow still warm on his lips; and, 
facing him, a group of persons pretending 
to represent a great organization ‘embracing 
the young and active men of the party,’ 
coolly insisting that this President should 
by one of his first official acts break and 
dishonor his party's and his own pledge and 
thus before the American people and all 
the world declare his party to be a cheat 
and himself a dishonest man. Did it not 
sccur to those persons that in approaching 
the President with such a request and in pro- 
fessing to think him capable of so disgrace- 
ful an act‘they offered him just as deadly 
an insult as if they had asked him to forge 
@ bock check or to embezzle a trust fund 
with the expectation that he would do it. 


Affront to the President. 


“Did not one of them feel that after so 
. ®utrageous an affront the President would 
_ faave been justified in treating them as per- 
gons not to be recognized as gentlemen, and 
gs base slanderers in falsely pretending to 
fepresent the young men of the Republican 
y? Could they forget that if It really 
were true that the young men of the Repub- 
ican party can be inspired to strenuous 
effort only by the prospect of spoil, and that 
to obtain that spoil they would have their 
y dishonor itself by breaking a time- 
ored vow, and by repudiating its faith, 
the moral vitality of that party would soon 
be gone? 
- *“] know the excuse that is given for this 
amazing demand. It is that President Cleve- 
land’s administration had filled a great many 
positions which were not in the classified 
service with Democrats, and then covered 
them with the civil service rules in order 
to protect the new incumbents against re- 
moval. The civil service reformers have 
not been sparing in criticism and remon- 
_strances when under the Cleveland adminis- 
tration removals or appointments were 
‘nade which appeared improper. But I do 
10t hesitate to say that the objection to Mr. 
Cleveland's great executive order made by 
* the Republican spoils politicians is utterly 
futile. That order did not protect any pub- 
lic servant covered by it against removal— 
_ proof of which is the simple fact that a 
_ considerable number of them actually have 
been removed. The effect of the order sim- 
ply was that, if any of those places were

Old Charge Is Repeated. 


Mr. Schurz awarded this praise to the 
President for resisting the plea of the spoils- 
men: 

“True to his honor as a gentleman, to his 
vows as a Republican, and to his duty as 
President of the United States, Mr. McKin- 
ley stoutly held his ground against the flerce 
foray which was set on foot to overwhelm 
him. It may be said that to resist pressure, 
especially pressure from party friends aim- 
jng at a wrongful object, is the first and 
most obvious duty of the head of the State, 
and that its simple performance does not 
eall for extraordinary praise. But when 
faithfully performed against unusual urgen- 
cy, as it was in this instance, it deserves a 
tribute of gratitude, and this tribute should 
be heartily paid to President McKinley by 
every true friend of good government. 

While this onset was repulsed, Mr. Schurz 
warned his hearers that the fight is not fin- 
ished. He reviewed the situation. Three 
Republican State conventions had adopted 
resolutions hostile to the merit system and 
Republican Senators and Congressmen were 
threatening to bring the matter to an issue 
at the present session of Congress. 


Power of the Caucus. 


“The weapons employed by the champions 
of this reactionary movement are character- 
istic of their object,” Mr. Schurz went on to 
say. ‘* Whoever has attempted to argue the 
subject of civil service reform with one of 
its opponents, will have gathered this ex- 
perience: You ask him whether it is not true 
that the public service was originally in- 
tended, not for the benefit of this or that 
political party, nor of influential politicians, 
nor of the public servants themselves, but 
solely for the accommodation and benefit of 
the people, and he will have toadmitit. You 
ask him whether the people are not clearly 
entitled to the best—that is, the most honest 
and efficient public service attainable, and 
he will have to admit that,too. Youask him 
whether, in order to secure to the people the 
best attainable service, it is not most reason- 
able to select public servants with a sole 
view to their fitness for the work to be done, 
and to ascertain that fitness by the best 
available method, and he will admit that, 
too, in theory at least, although with some 
reluctance. 

“ But when you ask him whether the fit- 
ness of a candidate—say, for a clerkship— 
caanot be better ascertained by examining 
him as to handwriting, orthography, cipher- 
ing, abstract making, tabulating, simple 
composition, and the like, and by obliging 
him to exhibit testimonials from some rep- 
utable citizens as to his moral character, 
than by inquiring whether he can claim re- 
ward for having served the party by drum- 
ming up voters, or by having helped to pack 
or run a caucus, or by money contributions 
coming either from himself or his relatives 
or ftriends—and when you ask further 
whether the best attainable service cannot 
most surely be secured by giving every one 
who considers himself fit for such public 
employment an opportunity for proving his 
fitness by assembling the candidates to- 
gether in a competitive examination or test, 
which will be apt to point out those best 
fitted, the best man to have the best chance 
for appointment—when you ask him these 
questions—questions which would be an- 
swered by every disinterested citizen of or- 
dinary common sense witha hearty, ‘ Yes, of 
course ’—then the brow of your champion 
of the spoils system becomes clouded with 
an angry gloom, and he tells you with flerce 
emphasis that those are outlandish nétions. 
utterly unamerican, British, Chinese, or 
what not, and that you are an impracticable 
theorist, a visionary, a dude, a pharisee, a 
*holier-than-thou’’ man—in short, a mug- 
wump, who has no business to interfere with 
practical politics at all.’’ 


Grosvenor as an Example. 


Mr. Grosvenor was dealt with by Mr. 
Schurz in a similar manner. He related an 
instance showing the course of proceedings 
under the spoils system, and then under the 
merit system. He drew the distinction that 
the question was, the aristocracy of influ- 
ence on one side and the democracy of merit 
on the other. 

Coming to the attack upon civil service in 
the State of New York, he said the recent 
election ‘*‘ proved quite clearly that the Re- 


strengthened by the attempted relapse into 
spoils politics.’’ 

Again returning to President McKinley’s 
attitude towards civil service, Mr. Schurz 
commended the executive order issued July 
«i by which he directed, among other things, 
that no removals bé made from competitive 
positions except for just cause and upon 
written charges, of which the accused shall 
be given full notice and an opportunity to 
make defense. 


Applause for the President. 


“The part of President McKinley’s order 
which attracted the greatest attention is 
that concerning removals,” said Mr. Schurz. 
“It is no exaggeration to say that its ap- 
pearance was greeted with a round of ap- 
plause that resounded all over the country, 
The best part of the public press was en- 
thusiastic in its praise, and the hearty ac- 
claim of all the true friends of good govern- 
ment in the land fairly drowned for a while 
the savage clamor for spoils which since the 
Presidential election had filled the air. 
When he witnessed that spontaneous out- 
burst of approbation President McKinley 
cannot have failed to feel that he had the 
true public opinion of the country on his 
side, and that the motley crowd of spoils 
hunters pressing upon him to force dishonor 
upon himself and his party was only a small 
minority making up in noise what it lacked 
in gcod sense as weil as in numbers. 

‘‘ What was it that called forth that loud 
and general applause? It was that the 
American people felt themselves, after all 
the confusing rumors and speculations that 
had disquieted them, suddenly relieved of 
all uncertainty as to whether President Mc- 
Kinley would surely meet his own and his 
party’s pledges. The American people like 
an honest man. They admire a man of 
courage in the right, who will stand firm 
as a rock against the pressure even of his 
friends when they demand what is wrong 
and dishonorable. And the people saw in 
President McKinley's order a vigorous man- 
ifestation of his patriotic purpose to make 
tru2 his words: ‘ Civil service reform has 
come to stay.’ ’”’ 

Mr. Schurz spoke of the action on the 
order by Secretary Gage as most praise- 
worthy. He said he regretted to say that 
reports were made of removals or reduc- 
tions without any just cause, or any cause 


at all. 


Fight Is Against Reform. 


“There can be no doubt of what this 
means,” Mr. Schurz said. ‘A clean sweep 
from top to bottom, from Cabinet Minister 
to scrub woman, with every change of party 
in power! The battle cry from which polit- 
ical parties are to receive their strongest in- 
spiration, is to be: ‘To the victors belong 
the spoils, and every government employ- 
ment shall be spoil!’ The kindred battle cry: 
‘To hell with reform!’ will soon follow. And 
the result? A great Democratic Tammany 
on one side and a great Republican Tam- 
many on the other fighting for public plun- 
der and casting lots for the garments of the 
crucified republic. 

‘“* What spectacle could be more significant 
than that of the Republican enemy of civil 
service reform jubilantly congratulating 
the Tammany tiger upon his triumph and 
proclaiming to the world their common ideal 
of government! Let this ifeal be soberly 
contemplated by an intelligent people who 
wish to be proud of their country and to pre- 
serve its institutions. Such are the hostile 
forces the friends of civil service reform have 
to contend with. Can our victory be doubt- 
ful? The enemy being desperate, the strug- 
gle now before us may be arduous and bit- 
ter. But it is likely to be the last. Grant’s 
wilderness campaign of 1864 was the blood- 
jest of the civil war. But when it began the 
rebellion was in fact already broken and 
-doomed. Whoever still fights for the spoils 
system sacrifices himself for a lost cause. 
The final victory cannot fail to be with 
sound democratic principles, reason, and 
“civilization.”

CONDEMNS THE POOL 


Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion on the Railroad Bill. 


LACK OF A PRECEDENT. 


Members Agree That Pooling 
Means Death to Competition. 


SOMETHING MUST BE DONE. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 16.—[Special.]— 
Railroad pooling under present conditions 
is unanimously condemned by the Inter- 
state Commerce commission. In their an- 
nual report the commissioners say: 

** As to the wisdom of this legislation the 
commission is not agreed. In the first place, 
we do not agree as to the probable effect of 
such alaw. There is no precedent by which 
we can be fairly guided as to the result. It 
is insisted that such a system in England 
has prevented evils that exist here, and that 
th#Same result might be expected here from 
the same measure. So far as we have been 
able to examine the literature of that sub- 
ject, we are inclined to think that the evils 
complained of do not exist to any coneider- 
able extent in that country, but we see no 
reason for believing that this is due to the 
operation of pooling. Pooling, as the term 
is understood with us, does not appear to be 
much resorted to there. There are two or 
three ‘joint purse’ arrangements between 
rival carriers, which are legalized by spe- 
cial act of Parliament, and it is probable 
that there may be some contracts of the 
same sort not so legalized, but we are in- 
formed by those who have charge of these 
matters in England that there is practically 
very little of what we term ‘ pooling.’ In- 
deed, there is no occasion for it, owing to the 
way in which the territory of that country 
is divided between the different railways. 
They do agree upon competitive rates, and 
these agreements seem to be pretty gener- 
ally kept by the carriers. 

“Pooling in this country had not been 
tested previous to the act under such cir- 
cumstances as to make its success or fail- 
ure then a fair criterion of what legalized 
contracts of that sort might accomplish. 
The tendency of pooling would be to re- 
move the inducement to a departure from 
the published rate, and to the extent that it 
prevailed such would be the result. A, ma- 
jority of the commission thinks it must 6c- 
casion some improvement in the rate situa- 
tion at most all points and that it might al- 
together amend it at many points. The 
result in that respect would depend entirely 
upon the action of the carriers and the pres- 
ent conditions are so disastrous that they 
would be inclined to embrace, in good faith, 
any way out of it. 


Means Death to Competition. 


‘* At the same time it must be remembered 
that if the pooling produces any beneficial 
result it necessarily does so at the expense 
of competition. It is only by destroving 
competition that the inducement to deviate 
from the published rate is wholly removed, 
and it is only to the extent that compet;:tion 
is actually destroyed that beneficial results 
can be expected. Notwithstanding the spe- 
cious arguments of carriers to the contrary, 
this is and must be the fact. By the legaliz- 
ing of pooling the public loses the only pro- 
tection which it now has against the ur:rea- 
sonable exactions of transportation agencies. 
We are all agreed that the enormous power 
which such a measure would place in the 
hands of railroad companies ought not to 
be granted unless the exercise of that power 
is properly restrained in advance. In view 
of the whole situation, a majority of the 
commission would be inclined to recommend 
that the experiment be tried if suitable safe- 
guards are provided. Clearly something 
should be done. The carriers insist that this 
is the proper remedy. They are ina better 
position to judge than any oneelse, and they 
constitute so important a part of the whole 
public that they are entitled to careful atten- 
tion in a matter which they insist is vital 
to them. 

“* But this recommendation of a majority 
of the commission, if it is to be given any 
weight at all, must be taken with the limita- 
tion above stated. It is too much the fash- 
ion of certain advocates of pooling to select 
a particular sentence from some report and 
hold that up as an exhibition of what its 
author believes upon this subject. The 
members of the Interstate Commerce com- 
mission wish to say in the strongest possible 
terms that they are unanimous in the opin- 
ion that to overturn the transmissour' de- 
cision, to repeal the fifth section and enact 
in its place a pooling bill, thereby permitting 
and inviting unlimited combination between 
carriers, would be little better than a crime 
against the people of the United States, 
unless the tribunal, or some other tribunal, 
is at the same time invested with adequate 
powers of control, and that nothing less in 
degree than those outlined in this report or 
their equivalent would be adequate. 


Needs a Powerful Check. 


** It should be further said that, while a ma- 
jority of the commission have felt that it 
would be wise to adopt the remedy sug- 
gested by the carriers in the present emer- 
gency, we do not admit that Congress is al- 
together powerless to correct this evil with- 
out the adoption of that means. The dif- 
ficulty with enforcing the present law is not 
in its criminal features, which, with some 
slight changes, are well enough and strong 
enough, but in obtaining evidence of vio- 
lations of that law. When those who have 
knowledge of what is actually done are put 
upon the witness-stand they refuse to dis- 
close the truth. 

** Since these witnesses will not state the 
fact as it exists, some means must be pro- 
vided of otherwise ascertaining that fact. 
So long as these gentlemen refuse to tell, it 
is necessary to provide a way by which the 
government can find out for itself. If the 
interstate carriers of this country were com- 
pelled to keep their accounts in some pre- 
scribed form, and if the agents of the United 
States had the right at any time to inspect 
those accounts, or to take charge of one or 
more of the stations of a carrier when so 
advised, the effect must be to greatly 
diminish these practices. This kind of 
supervision would be no more rigorous than 
that under which national banks now exist. 

“We do not recommend the passage of 
this last named legislation at this time. 
Such supervision would be a laborious and 
expensive undertaking and ought not to be 
necessary. It is simply suggested that the 
remedy lies in this direction if other ex- 
pedients fail. We do earnestly recommend 
that Congress undertake the revision of this 
entire law. 

“Mr. Justice Harlan dissented from the 
opinion of the court in the Troy case. In 
the course of his dissenting opinion he uses 
this language: ‘ Taken in connection with 
other decisions defining the powers of the 
Interstate Commerce commission the pres- 
ent decision it seems to me goes far to make 
that commission a useless body for all prac- 
tical purposes, and to defeat many of the 
important objects designed to be accom- 
plished by the various enactments of Con- 
gress relating to interstate commerce. The 
commission was established to protect the 
public against the improper practices of 
transportation companies engaged in com- 
merce among the several States. It has been 
left, it is true, with power to make reports 
and to issue protests. But it has been 
shorn, by judicial interpretation, of au- 
thority to do anything of an effective char- 
acter. It is denied many of the powers 
which, in my judgment, were intended to 
be conferred upon it. Besides, the acts of 
Congress are now so construed as ‘to place 
communities on the lines of Interstate com- 
merce at the mercy of competing railroad 
companies engaged in such commerce.’ 


Commission a Useless Body. 

“We quote this because, g from 
that source, it will command attention It 
is a statement of the exaci situation.

It is 
proper that Congress should understand 
this. The people should no longer look to 
this commission for a protection which it 
is powerless to extend.” 

The commission devotes a good deal of 
space to the investigation into the demor- 
alization of grain rates and the apportion- 
ment of traffic between Chicago and the 
The commissioners show that 
there are three belt lines in operation in 
Chicago, which were originally mere switch- 
ing roads, but which since have been utilized 
to manipulate rates And influence traffic. 
The report refers to this system by its rail- 


road name of the “‘ double cross,” and states, 


that it was evoived by some ingenious rfer- 
son who perceived its opportunities for di- 
verting traffic in ways that would be diffi- 
cult to trace. The report shows further that 
these belt lines are paid an average of $10 
per car for switching from a Western road 
to its Eastern connection, or more than 
twice what the service was worth. The com- 
mission finds that the volume of traffic which 
pursues these unnatural and unnecessary 
routes is so great as to create suspicion con- 
cerning the real reasons which induce traffic 
managers to make such combinations, 


Smooth Scheme in Chicago. 


“What appeared to be a preference, on the 
face of the evidence adduced, was effected 
through some of the belt lines in the trans- 
portation of flour from Minneapolis. The 
rate on that commodity from Minneapolis 
to New York was cents per hundred 
pounds, of which t ines up to Chicago re- 
ceive 10 cents, and se east from Chicago 
20. The lgcal rate ffm Minneapolis to Chi- 
cago was 12% cents per hundred pounds. It 
appears that'during/a period of three months 
over 1,000 cars of flour, billed from Minne- 
apolis to New York and other Eastern points, 
were brought into Chieago almost wholiy by 
one road and there turned over to a belt line 
for delivery to Eastern carriers. All of the 
1,098 cars mentioned were, in the City of 
Chicago, turned over to a belt line, osten- 
sibly for delivery to the Eastern line to which 
the traffic was consigned. For this service, 
eut of the 10 cents per hundred pounds which 
the line up to Chicago was entitled to, the 
belt line took $4 per car for its share in that 
service. If it had delivered the cars as they 
were originally billed it would also have re- 
ceived in addition 8 per cent of the revenue 
which the lines east from Chicago would 
earn. But of the 1,098 cars it delivered to the 
Eastern lines only 469. What became of the 
629 missing cars was not ascertained. As it 
appears that the traffic was not delivered by 
the belt line to any of the Eastern rail lines, 
and as navigation was closed, and remained 
closed for weeks afterwards, the inference 
is that it was delivered for sale at Chicago. 
If so, the billing to Eastern points was a 
device to secure a preference of 2% cents per 
hundred pounds below the published rate 
from Minneapolis to Chicago.”’

Washington, D. C., Dec. 16.—The Senate 
Committee on Interstate Commerce held a 
meeting today, at which a hearing was had 
on the anti-scalping bill. George M. Mc- 
Kenzie, representing the ticket brokers, 
made a statement in behalf of the ticket 
brokers and in opposition to the bill. He 
said 05 per cent of the business of the brokers 
was done with the companies. 

Referring to the effect of the bill if it 
should become a law Mr. McKenzie said it 
would cost the traveling public, according 
to a calculation he had made, an average 
of $5,875,000 per year. This calculation was 
made upon the basis that the brokers sell 
20 per cent of the tickets used and that they 
save their customers an average of 12% per 
cent. The members of the committee ex- 
pressed great surprise at the statement as 
the tickets were generally secured from the 
railroads themselves, but Mr. McKenzie 
maintained the truth of the statement, say- 
ing that it was especially true with the two 
ticket brokers’ associations. Continuing he 
said three of the railroad lines to St. Paul 
were practically supported by the scalpers. 
“Two of them,’’ he said, ‘“‘ would not be 
able to run through trains without the aid 
of the brokers.’’ It is probable that there 
will be no further meeting of the committee 
until after the holiday recess, when the 
friends of the bill say they will refute the 
statements made by Mr. McKenzie today. 

-? 

If the managers of the Joint Traffic asso- 
ciation decline to grant the demand of the 
Vanderbilt lines to alter the present method 
in which interchangeable mileage tickets are 
sold in Central Passenger association terri- 
tory there is likely to be serious trouble 
among the roads. 

The plan now in effect is for the traveler to 
present his ticket to the ticket agent af- 
nouncing how far he desires to travel. The 
ticket agent tears from the mileage book the 
requisite number of mile8 and issues the 
ticket, which the conductors honor. The 
Lake Shore and the Michigan Central de- 
sire that the interchangeable ticket be maie 
good for transportation when presented on 
trains. They claim this to be necessary in 
order to make use of the tickets on their 
lines in Michigan, the law of this State re- 
quiring mileage tickets to be sold at $20 
flat, good for families, and not to expire until 
the end of two years. The Vanderbilt lines 
are fighting this law, and recently have 
appealed from an adverse decision of the 
Michigan Supreme Court. 

It is the determination of the Vanderbilt 
people in case the other roads persist in 
opposing their demand to issue 1,000 mile 
tickets good over the Vanderbilt system of 
roads only at a gross rate of $30, with a re- 
bate of $10. Such action may result in other 
roads going back to the old practice of 
selling individual mileage tickets, and this, it 
is believed, would destroy the interchangea- 
ble mileage ticket agreement.

» The question of alleged discrimination as 
between the weights applying on shipments 
of barreled pork, beef, etc., Chicago and 8%.

The Mississippi Valley railroad, 
as it will be called, is not long, but, being an 
inlec for many others, will make one of the 
greatest terminals in East St. Louis. It 
will run along the Mississippi River from 
Chester, the embankment acting as a levee.

SHEA SECURES A BOY’S PARDON 


James Lipsic Is the First Prisoner Ever 
Released at His Re- 
quest.

HOUSE OF HIS OWN 


Joseph Leiter to Establish a 
Commission Concern. 


CASH TRADES TO RULE. 


Office Force, with Peter Reid, 
Now Being Figured On. 


FRENCH TO BE A PARTNER. 


It is intimated that Joseph Leiter, per- 
haps making a merit out of necessity, has 
perfected arrangements for a commission 
concern of his own which shall pay special 
attention to the cash grain trade. He has 
had a lot of sample bags marked and sent 
to his office and given an order for a lot of 
the sample pans which are in evidence in 
every prominent wheat shipper’s office. The 
office force is being figured on, and Peter 
Reid, who is perhaps the best known private 
grain inspector in Chicago, wfll probably be 
in the Leiter employ exclusively. 

It is hinted that the commission concern to 
be formed will not confine its attentions to 
marketing the supply of cash wheat whith 
will be accumulated at Chicago as the re- 
sult of the December deal, but will branch 
out in the speculative business as well. In 
that case the headquarters would have to 
be moved from Clark street over into the 
vicinity of the Board of Trade. George CD. 
French, who is not now a member of the 
board, will, it is expected, be identified with 
the new concern. In fact, it is thought that 
the house will be composed of Mr. Leiter aud 
Mr. French, with their combined capital and 
prestige. 

The Leiter people are accumulating along 
with a line of wheat no _  inconsiderable 
amount of experience in the cash wheat busi- 
ness. Itis generally assumed that the quan- 
tity of wheat which they will have to take on 
delivery will be at least double what they 
anticipated. The marketing of the line of 
6,000,000 bushels of wheat, more or less, and 
the protection of the market against the 
wheat, which will be attracted here by high 
prices, is admittedly a good deal of a prop- 
osition. Apparently the failure of the ele- 
vator men to deliver wheat on DecemlLer 
contracts has interfered with the Leiter ship- 
ping plans. Mr. Leiter in a recent intervicw 
has reaffirmed the statement that he has en- 
gaged ocean freight for the Chicago stock of 
wheat, and has looked after the question of 
transportation between here and the sea- 
board. It is now stated that two of the ves- 
sels chartered at New York have been dis- 
posed of on account of the failure of Chicago 
wheat to move forward and that the re- 
mainder of the vessel-room taken will be 
used to ship the three cargoes of wheat now 
at Buffalo. These are the cargoes which 
were taken from Seaverns and Weare after 
a protest as to the inspection and the Du- 
luth cargo bought from Armour. The claims 
of freight engagements to the seaboard are 
not in line with the gossip among the freight 
people yesterday. They claimed that Leiter’s 
representatives were working for transpor- 
tation for the Buffalo wheat to New York. 


Sharp Advance in December. 


There was a sharp advance in December 
wheat yesterday. The net advance of the 
day was 3% cents, while May sold up a 
traffic over one cent. The widening out of 
the December premium indicated that 
neither side had taken occasion to sell the 
nearby future. On any recent similar ad- 
vances either the elevator men have seld 
against wheat coming from other markets 
or the Leiter people have seen fit to check 
the upturn by selling out part of their De- 
cember line. 

The pit market, while active during the 
latter part of the day, was dull and without 
interesting tendencies during the early part 
of' the session. Leiter bought May wheat 
openly and the price went up readily. There 
was heavy selling against calls and by bear- 
ish professionals, but the last price was the 
top figure of the day. The elevator people 
did not show theirhand. It was figured that 
the day’s receipts and transfers from irreg- 
ular houses represented an addition to the 
contract stocks of 225,000 bushels. The 
cold weather, a lighter Northwestern move- 
ment than expected, bullish Argentine ad- 
vices, and rumors that the French duty fs 
to be removed were all factors favorable to 
holders. 

Mr. Leiter was asked last night as to hia 
connection with the commission house re- 
ferred to above and said: 

‘There is nothing at allinit. The situa- 
tion is simply that the other people are 
bringing wheat here and I am going to take 
what I want and pay forit. I am then gvu- 
ing to merchandise the wheat here or else- 
where. It doesn’t make a bit of difference 
to me whom I sell it to so long as I make my 
profit. I have enough money now in bank 
to pay for all the wheat there is in Chicago, 
Minneapolis, and Duluth. 


Future Is Uncertain. 


‘“‘As to the figure on wheat thirty days 
from now, nobody can tell what it is going to 
sell for. I think it is going to sell higher, but 
it depends entirely upon the conditions then 
existing and upon the intervening natural 
conditions. It depends upon how the de- 
mand comes in from abroad, for foreign 
shipment again, the state of the winter 
wheat crop, and the state of the deliveries 
in the Northwest. 

** European stocks are not piling up. The 
stocks have increased very little, in spite of 
small shipments. Russia has been shipping 
as well as this country. Russia has practic- 
ally quit shipping now. There won’t be any 
wheat from the Argentine atall. There will 
be a little bit of wheat from India, but the 
demand from France is in excess of what 
they figured. The demand from England is 
just as great, without any Russian offers to 
fill it, so you can figure this thing out for 
yourself. It is very simple. 

‘‘The whole color tone surrounding the 
foreign situation is very strong indeed.”’ 


NEWS OF THE COURTS. 


Appellate Court Opinions. 


The Appellate Court yesterday handed down 
a number of opinions. 

The reviewing court affirms the interlocutory 
order of Judge Hanecy appointing receivers for 
the Mechanics and Traders’ Savings. an 
Building asociation. This appeal is the first une 
arising from a suit begun in the lower court under 
the act of 1897, relating to the question of re- 
ceivers for building and loan associations. The 
crder was entered in the consolidated cases of 
Rubel and others and the State Auditor against 
the association. The validity of the statute is not 
passed upon by the Appellate Court. 

In the case of Edward T. Hitchcock against the 
City of Chicago the Appellate Court reverses the 
Circuit Court in rendering a judgment against 
Hitehcock for alleged violation of the entertain- 
ment license ordinance. The court finds that 
Hitchcock was e lessee or owner of the 
hall and that for this reason a violation of the or- 
dinance could not be established inst him.

WAS THE LAST MAN ACCEPTED. 


The Luetgert trial will have to be started 
all over again this morning for the third 
time. Seven acquaintances of Juror Henry 
Boasberg went into court yesterday and 
swore that he had often expressed a desire 
to “ help put a rope around Luetgert’s neck,” 
and Judge Gary, after an inquisition lasting 
pretty much all day, declared him disquali- 


fied from serving, and dismissed him. Boas- 
berg was first mx: chance to ask to be 


let off, but in spita of the charges he re- } 


fused. The witnesses against him were all 
pressmen and press feeders at Donohue & 
Henneberry’s, where \Boasberg also isa 
pressman. 

The trial had to be suspended at the same 
time as Boasberg, but efforts will be made 
to get another juror from a venire of fifty 
-men today. It took three days to select Boas- 
berg, and the attorneys are not oversan- 
guine of being able to fill his place again even 
in that time. 

Just a week ago when the jury had been 
sworn in and the trial was ready to begin 
the cefense discovered that Juror Frank 
Hoffman had expressed a desire to help hang 
Luetgert in advance of the trial, and he was 
let out as Boasberg was yesterday. Both

Questioned for Two Hours. 


Boasberg was examined for over two hours 
by Attorney Harmon on last Monday be- 
fore he was sworn in, and although he then 
acknowledged that he didn’t take much 
stock in the alibi evidence at the former trial} 
and in other parts of Luetgert’s first de- 
fense he was accepted. The defense at that 
time had but oe peremptory challenge left, 
and as Boasbecrg swore he could give Luet- 
gert a fair trial and had never expressed 
an opinion as to Luetgert’s guilt or inho- 
cence, Judge Gary refused to let the de- 
fense challenge him for cause. Attorney 
Harmon did not dare risk his one remain- 
ing peremptory challenge on ‘him, with a 
chance of having to take a still more unde- 
sirable juror. 

Both sides looked up Boasberg’s record at 
the time, but failed to discover that he had 
expressed any views on the case. Assistant 
State’s Attorney McEwen interviewed the 
foreman at Donohue & Henneberry’s, under 
whom Boasberg works, and was told that 
the latter would-probably make a fair juror, 
and that he .was believed to be unbiased. 
The defense also sent Andrew McGarry, 
their private detective, to the printing es- 
tablishment and he failed to discover any 
ground for a challenge.

| STILL BET ON THE RACES. 


CHICAGO POOLROOmS CONTINUE TO 
REMAIN WIDE OPEN. 


In Spite of Deputy Sherif Peters’ 
Warning the Betting Goes On Wiith- 
out Interruption—No Danger for the 
Present, but There Is a Chance 
That the Future Will Develop a 
Raid—Chief of Detectives Colleran 
Looking After Thugs. 


In spite of Deputy Sheriff Peters’ warn- 
ing, all the poolrooms in Chicago were wide 
open yesterday and there was no sign of a 
raid. The betting went on as usual, with 
intervals of warm language concerning the 
Sheriff's office, while the players were wait- 
ing for post odds. There was a cloud of ap- 
prehension hanging over the crowds, but 
the word had been passe@ around that there 
was no danger for the present, and the fears 
were all confined to the future. 

Deputy Peters says that he did nat tell 
the proprietors they would be arrested if 
they ran yesterday, but only that they would 
be liable to arrest. This was after he had 
said he had only gone around for his own 
information. He had happéned to be near 
one of the centers and decided to look into 
the question. He had been surprised to find 
s0 much gambling going on and had told the 
men they were violating the law and would 
be liable to arrest if they continued. 

From other sources it was learned that the 
expedition was decided upon before the 
Chief and Deputy Harry Hall had left the 
office early in the afternoon, and that the 
two not only visited nearly all the pool- 
rooms in the down-town district, but went 
into Plymouth place and as far south as 
O’Leary’s at Thirty-ninth street. He went 
unofficially, as he says, but his warning 
was backed by the Sheriff. 

As the case now stands, according to Mr. 
Peters, there will soon be araid. The trip 
of Wednesday was for the purpose of secur- 
ing information. A simultaneous raid will 
be made on the principal rooms as soon as the 
plans can be perfected and the proper op- 
portunity comes. 

There was much concern in the poolrooms 
as to where the interested parties stood. 
They had supposed when they voted for 
Harrison and saw him elected that an open 
town had been secured. They had had no 
interference from the police and were just 
beginning to get used to the new order of 
things when the Sheriff stepped in. There 
was much talk of the influence of Yerkes and 
Tanner, and no one denied the assertion 
that the whole affair was a blow at the 
Police department in the interests of the 
new police bill. They pronounced it an open 
thrust by the people who were seeking to 
control everything at the verdict of the 
people expressed at the last election for an 
open town and a liberal government. The 
form players admit they are helpless, but 
object to the shutdown that threatens them. 

Chief Deputy Peters said he had no inten- 
tion of going over the heads of the Police 
department or of interfering with them. 
He did not even wish to be taken as criticis- 
ing it, but there were a great many pool- 
rooms running in Chicago, and they had 
been running for six months. It was within 
the province of the Sheriff's office to close 
them, and hé thought the Sheriff's office 
would do it. He did not know when it would 
be, and would not say so if he did, because 
he wanted to get the men when he went 
after them. He was having a list and plans 
prepared and when he started out he would 
be prepared to succeed. 

Captain Colleran, Chief of Detectives, said 
he had heard nothing of the proposed raid. 
No word from the Sheriff had come to him. 
If they wanted to do it, that was their busi- 
ness. The Police department always had 
looked after such things. For his part, he 
would rather capture one highwayman than 
forty gamblers. He thought there was no 
question about which was the more danger- 
ous. It took all of his time and ali of his 
men to do what the department could toward 
protecting the city from holdup men. His 
force was not even large enough for that, 
and if the Sheriff had nothing else to do he 
might go out and raid all the poolrooms he 


pleased. 


MR. RUSSELL IN “ THE RIVALS.” 


Comedian Essays the Part of Bob Acres 
3 in His Own Version at 
Hooley’s. 


Mr. Sol Smith Russell and his company 
gave a delightful performance last night of 
“The Rivals” at Hooley’s; or. rather it 
would be more correct to say that the play 
was a comedy entitled ‘‘ Bob Acres ” adapt- 
ed from the English of Richard Brinsley 
Sheridan by Mr. Joseph Jefferson. It goes 
without saying that the keen and incisive 


ciated by an audience which knows little 
of Sheridan and still less of the English 
country squire of the eighteenth century. 

Mr. Russell was thoroughly himself last 
night and his own personality is so entirely 
charming that it seemed almost unfair to 
pick holes in his performance. It must be 
admitted, however, that his Bob Acres re- 
minds one in no little measure of a game 
called Russian Scandal, which is well known 
to domestic circles. Richard Sheridan copied 
his Bob Acres with a few exaggerations 
from a certain type of the Phglish country 
bumpkin actually existing in real life; Mr. 
Jefferson next copied his version from Sheri- 
dan’s, and lastly Mr. Russell has evolved a 
Bob Acres which is grounded upon Jefferson’s 
conception of the character and partly 
evolved out of his own inner consciousness. 
The consequence is that there is little in- 
deed of the English squire left by the time 
that we get to Mr. Russell, and not a great 
deal that was ever intended by Sheridan. 
In ‘fact, anything less English than the Bob 
Acres of Mr. Sol Smith Russell could hardly 
be imagined. 

Yet that does not prevent this American- 
ized version of “ The Rivals’’ from being a 
most excellent form of amusement. In- 
deed, Mr. Russell makes so much of his part 
that it is well worth while going to Hooley’s 
to see Bob Acres alone. Not a single idea 
is lost in the execution, and the whole per- 
formance on the part of the star is marked 
by an admirable consistency and modera- 
tion. In the latter respect Mr. Russell must 
be pronounced distinctly in advance of the 
other exponent of the part who is also tread- 
ing in Mr. Jefferson’s shoes—namely: Mr. 
Goodwin. Mr. Russell may lack a little of 
what is technically termed unction in his 
general delivery, but in point of workman- 
ship he leaves absolutely nothing to be de- 
sired. He is, in fact, far from being a good 
player of old English comedy, but he is em- 
inently worthy to fill the shoes of his illus- 
trious precursor in the part of Bob Acres.

CASHFORANINOUIRY 


Civil Service Commission Will 
Be Investigated. 


REFORM LEAGUE ACTIVE. 


Appeal Made for Funds to Help 
Defray the Expenses. 


MANY RUMORS TO BE SIFTED. 


When John H. Hamline told President 
Kraus of the Civil Service commission that 
the ways of the commission were to be in- 
vestigated he merely anticipated action by 
the Civil Service Reform league. The 
league, of whose Executive committee Mr. 
Hamline is chairman, has sent letters to its 
members asking for payment of the yearly 
dues to defray the expenses of an investiga- 
tion. 

According to officers of the league, the Ex- 
ecutive committee is in possession of ru- 
mors which seem to afford a good basis for 
an inquiry into the acts of the commission. 

The letter which has been mailed to the 
several hundred men who are enlisted in the 
reform work of the league is signed by A. A. 
McCormick, secretary, and is as follows: 

“The Civil Service Reform league feels 
that it should take notice of the claims that 
the present Civil Service commission is not 
carrying out the civil service law in its spirif 
as well as letter. Therefore the league pro- 
poses to put on foot some investigations 
which will determine whether the law is 
being properly enforced or not. To this end 
you are asked to promptly send your yearly 
dues of $2 to help defray the expenses of 
this investigation. 

“You are earnestly requested to write to 
your Representatives and Senator in the 
Illinois Legislature urging them to use their 
influence against the police commission bill, 
which was included by Governor Tanner in 
his call for a special session of the Legis- 
lature. The adoption of this bill would mean 
the complete overthrow of the civil service 
law, to secure which you and the other mem- 
bers of the league made such great efforts.” 

How widespread the investigation of the 
league will be its officers are not yet pre- 
pared to say. In discussing the movement 
last night President F. B. Peabody said: 

** The league has been given strong intima- 
tions that the Civil Service commission is 
not adhering to the spirit of the law in its 
conduct of the city offices. While we are 
not ready to say that we have facts which 
point to gross violations of the law by the 
commission, we have complaints that are 
almost convincing. Certainly, we do not 
think the law is being carried out as it 
should be. 

*“*I can't say in whot form the matter will 
first be brought to the attention of the com- 
mission. It is proposed to make a keen 
search into the methods of the commission, 
and if there are any iniquities in the system 
to lay them bare. We want to settle the 
doubt which exists in the minds of many 
members of the league and show conclusively 
whether the civil service law is being honest- 
ly enforced. The investigation will be car- 
ried forward by the Executive committee, 
which will meet at once. Mr. Hamline has 
everything on which we base our supposition 
of wrong and the burden of the work will fall 
upon him.’’
